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Flighty waterfowl find suburban winters chilling

Cold Duck Is not just a drink. 


It's what you probably will sec 
more of this winter In retention 
ponds and streams throughout the 
suburbs. 


Wildlife exports say several 


thousand 
mallards 
and other 


ducks will bravo the cold Chicago 
winter this year Instead of migra- 
ting south to warmer places. 


More birds are being enticed to 


stay by friendly residents who 


faithfully show up every morning 
with a bag of bread crumbs or 
grain. As long as the waters of 
their home are kept from freezing 
In sub-zero temperatures, the 
ducks are happy. 


SOME DUCKS will freeze to 


death this winter If their human 
friends forget to feed them or for- 
get to keep the waters circulating. 


Other ducks will awaken from 


their sleep to discover their web- 
bed feet frozen In an Icy pond. 


"That happened to some of the 


ducks in our pond last year," said 
Gwen Reinboldt, an employe at 
the Mallard Lake Apartments, 
Hlntz and Buffalo Grove roads in 
Wheeling. 


"A couple of people ran out to 


the lake, chipped the ducks out of 
the water and brought them inside 
their homes to thaw them out un- 
der a hot shower," she said. 


N o r m a l l y the maintenance 


crews at area apartment and con- 


dominium complexes that have 
ponds keep Ice off the waters 
while the residents keep the birds 
fed. 


BUT THE ONE freak of nature 


that man cannot protect his fine- 
feathered friends against Is a dry 
spell that makes the water levels 
In ponds go down, causing bot- 
ulism food poisoning and the 
death of many ducks, said Roland 
Eisenbeis, conservation director 
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for the Cook County Forest Pre- 
serve District. 


"Ducks have normally spent the 


winter along the north branch of 
the Chicago River and the Des 
Plaines River, but there are an 
increasing number of retention 
ponds out here now and more 
places for ducks to stay," he said. 


There are 10 times the number 


of ducks in the Chicago area this 
winter than there were 15 years 
ago, Eisenbeis said, which means 
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more wild ducks are becoming 
tame and content with a suburban 
lifestyle. 


"THEY'RE CAPABLE of tak- 


ing care of themselves when they 
are wild, and can exist with a 
little help from man when they 
become domesticated," he said. 


The Cook County Forest Pre- 


serve District and wildlife interest 
groups such as Ducks Unlimited, 
DCS Plaines, do not approve of the

On-slzc missiles were removed from 


the Arlington Heights base in 1958, but 
it was not until 1074 that the facility 
was phased out completely and turned 
over to tho Army Reserves. 


Now the base serves as headquar- 


ters for the 86th U.S. Army Reserve 
Command and four of its subordinate 
units. No longer Is it a hub of activity, 
except on the Thursday evenings and 
Saturdays that Army reservists con- 
verge on the area. 


On the overage weekday, only a few 


active Army personnel and about 100 
civilians (most also arc Army re- 
serves) work at the base. Their duties 
primarily arc administrative 
and 


planning. 


CURRENTLY THERE IS little out- 


side activity at tho base. Several dark 
green Army vehicles arc visible from 
Central Road, which passes In front of 
the base, but personnel usually are in- 
side the various buildings. 


In addition to the gradual shrinkage 


of the base, many other visible 
changes have occurred over the 
years. 


Visitors now are able to drive onto 


the base without stopping at the small 
huts that formerly served as security 
checkpoints. And the last of the radar 
domes, proud reminders of the base's 
heydays as a Nike missile base, were 
dismantled and removed in June 1974. 


Since then, the condition of the base 


has deteriorated. Basketball and ten- 
nis courts are blemished by weeds. A 
volleyball net leans badly, marked 
with large holes. Tho paint on tho 
hangar and other buildings is peeling. 


THOSE BUILDINGS will be gone, 


probably within two years, Munch 
said. Tho remaining land will be de- 
veloped to accommodate a variety of 
outdoor training exercises.

Dean Weiss, former banker... 


Bo-Dino banks all 
on being a clown 


Few family men with children decide to drop a 15- 


year career in banking to become clowns, but Dean 
Weiss of Des Plaines did it seven months ago and 
calls It one of the best decisions of his life. 


For Weiss, the change in lifestyle took away his 


drab business suits and replaced them with the slop- 
py, boisterous costume of Bo-Dino the Clown, rapidly 
becoming one of the most popular jesters in the 
Northwest suburbs. 


Bo-DIno is a flcsh-and-blood comic, whose personal 


appearances at charity events and children's wards 
In hospitals bring humor and warmth behind a smil- 
ing face and cherry-red nose. 


The transition from banker to clown wasn't as 


easy as Bo-Dino's grin suggests. Weiss admits there 
were periods when his decision to switch lifestyles 
seemed like a wrong choice.

Cuban tie probed in JFK murder 


DALLAS (UPI) - Last year tele- 


vision specials featured films of the 
assassination of President John F. 
Kennedy at the moment of rifle bullet 
Impact along with another flourish of 
books, articles and speeches by ever- 
Increasing numbers of critics chal- 
lenging official findings. 


This year differed only by the focus 


of attention moving to a single scene 
— Washington — where two congres- 
sional committees joined the growing 
body of doubters. 


Thirteen years after the event, 


widespread interest persists in the un- 
resolved questions and overlooked 
possibilities surrounding the assassi- 
nation. 


Today marks the anniversary of the 


day the young President was fatally 
Injured by rifle bullets as he passed 
the last building at the last Inter- 
section during an open-car tour of 
downtown Dallas. 


THE OFFICIAL Warren Commis- 


sion declared Lee Harvey Oswald, fir- 
ing from a sixth floor window of that 
building, to be the single assassin and 
that ho conspired with no one. Oswald 
himself was murdered while in custo- 
dy two days later.

Assassination theories attacking the 


Warren Commission 
finding 
have 


multiplied with the passing of the 
years: Oswald was framed; he was 
part of a team; the assassin's bullets 
came from another direction; Water- 
gate proved anything was possible, 
and the CIA did It; the Russians did it 
by substituting a KGB double for one- 
time Soviet defector Oswald. 


. The latest of the theories, gaining in 
substance sufficient to warrant con- 
gressional investigation,- places Os- 
wald in league with Cuban con- 
spirators, possibly anti-Fidel Castro 
Immigrants embittered by Kennedy's 
perceived failure to oust the Commu- 
nist premier by force. 


Of greater currency, however, is the 


theory allying Oswald with pro-Castro 
plotters acting in retaliation for Cen- 


tral Intelligence Agency attempts to 
assassinate Castro. 


It Is this possibility which appears 


to interest congressional investigators 
the most. 


A Senate committee headed by 


Frank Church, D-Idaho, reported in 
June that while no evidence of a pro- 
Castro plot emerged from a nine- 
month committee study, the CIA and 
FBI withheld from the Warren Com- 
mission important leads to a Cuban 
connection — and possibly did so on 
purpose. 
| 


CASTRO HIMSELF warned in a 


news interview less than three months 
before Kennedy was slain that U.S. 
assassination attempts against Cuban 
Readers could mean retaliation against 
the lives of U.S. leaders. 


On the day Kennedy was killed, the 


Church committee reported, the CIA' 
was conspiring with Its own assassin, 
a secret Cuban agent code-named 
AMLASH, In the latest in a series of 
CIA-backed attempt* on Castro's life. ' 


Despite a CIA liaison with the War- 


ren Commission and despite the rele- 
vancy to the Kennedy killing, the 
commission did not learn of the Cas- 
tro assassination plot. 
' 


The FBI also failed to explore pos- 


sible Cuban involvement, the Senate 
committee said, neglecting to tap its 
sources in the Cuban exile community 
for a possible connection to Kennedy's 
murder. Furthermore, then FBI Di- 
rector J. Edgar Hoover considered 
the Warren Commission an adversa- 
ry, which did not help the in- 
vestigation. 


Sen. Richard S. Schweiker, R-Pa., 


who with Sen. Gary Hart, D-Colo., 
composed a subcommittee on the Ken- 
nedy assassination, told newsmen as 
the committee's 
work concluded, 


"There is no longer any reason to 
have faith" in the Warren Commis- 
sion finding that Oswald acted alone. 


The Church committee investigation 


now is in the hands of a new select 
committee on intelligence which re- 
portedly Is moving ahead, sifting 
through material gathered by its pre- 
decessor. 


IN THE HOUSE, a Select Com- 


mittee on Assassinations was formed 
this year and met formally for the 
first time last week. Pledged to con- 
duct open-ended investigations 
into 


the murders of Kennedy and of Mar- 
tin Luther King Jr., the committee al- 
ready has turned over the newest clue 


in the Cuban connection to the Kenne- 
dy assassination. 


At the committee's request, a Jus- 


tice Dept. search of pertinent FBI 
files produced a report alleging Os- 
wald informed the Cuban government 
of his intention to assassinate Kenne- 
dy seven weeks before the President 
was killed. 


The report was hi the form of a 1964 


memorandum by Hoover intended for 
the Warren Commission but which 
was never delivered. The information 
supposedly originated with Castro 
himself and was relayed by a reliable 
FBI informant. 


W e 1 l-staffed

Succession issue hazy 
should Carter die now 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - If Presi- 


dent-elect Jimmy Carter died between 
election day and his Inauguration, 
who would take his place and by what 
selection process? 


This question was put to con- 


stitutional and Justice Dept. experts 
and the Democratic National Com- 
mittee, and no one was able to pro- 
vide an answer that would meet all 
possibilities In such event. 


It appears no complete Institutional 


system of Presidential succession has 
been devised. 


TECHNICALLY, Carter still is not 


even the president-elect and won't be 
until the Electoral College meets to 
vote Dec. 13. 


Those ballots will be counted in the 


House of Representatives the day 
Congress convenes on Jan. 6, when 
Carter and Vice Presidentelect Wal- 
ter Mondale officially will be declar- 
ed the election winners. 


But even that is not an absolute cer- 


tainty because most of the nation's 
electors are not legally bound to vote 
for the candidate who carried their 
state and won all its electoral votes. 


The Constitution's 12th, 20th and 25th 


amendments provide a system for 
presidential succession in the event 


the office of the presidency or vice 
presidency is vacated by resignation, 
impeachment, death or disability. 


BUT THE Constitution does not ad- 


dress the question of what should hap- 
pen in the event the winning candi- 
date died after the election but before 
the electoral votes are counted. 


The 20th amendment does provide 


that once the electors have cast their 
ballots and they 'are counted, both 
men officially are elected. If the pres-" 
Ident-elect died following that vote, 
the vice president-elect would take his 
place. 


But that leaves open the question of 


what happens should death occur be- 
fore the vote. 


A Democratic National Committee 


spokesman said "if the president-elect 
dies after the Electoral College meets, 


r Mondale would become the new presi- 
dent-elect," but prior to that "there is 
nothing in the party rules" specifying 
how the vacancy would be filled. 


The Democratic party decided at its 


1976 convention that should its nomi- 
nee die either before or after the elec- 
tion, the party's national committee 
would fill the vacancy. But just where 
party rules end and governmental 
procedure begins is hazy too. 


Stoke the furnace-world 
temperatures due to drop 


CAMBRIDGE, Mass. (UPI) - 


Dalley temperatures around the world 
will drop slightly from 1980 through 
the year 2000, a Massachusetts 
Institute of Technology Meteorologist 
predicts. 


Dr. Kurd C. Willelt says the 20-year 


cool spell will be similar to the last 
two decades of the Uth century. 


"There will be a significant though 


not severe, ycar-around drop in tem- 
perature," WUletr wrote in the cur- 
rent issue of MIT's "Technical Re- 
view." 


"We're talking about average tem- 


perature drops of two degrees or 
less, but people will be physically 
aware and we'll be using more heat- 
ing fuel," he said. 


Wlllett, who bases his forecast on 


an analysis of sun spot cycles, pre- 
dicted temperatures will return to 
-normal during the first decade of the 
21st century. But he said the next 30 
years, between 2110 and 2140, will be 
characterized by unusually hot sum- 
mers and severe winters. 


In New England, Willett said the 


latter period will cause hurricanes, 
blizzards and droughts similar to 
those which struck northern Europe 
between 1370 and 1400. 


Wlllett said some meteorologists 


discount the sun-spot theory, but he 
noted that in 1951 he used the tech- 
nique to predict a drop in global tem- 
peratures over the next 15 years. 
"The prediction has verified almost 
perfectly," he said.

(UPI) — The leading edge of the 


high-altitude radioactive air mass 
from 
a Chinese hydrogen bomb 


passed over the East Coast Sunday 
and moved out over the Atlantic, the 
Environmental 
Protection 
Agency 


sold. 


The EPA Issued a statement that 


said the "residual radioactive mate- 
rial in tin atmosphere will probably 
remain at slightly elevated levels over 
the next several weeks duo both to the 
passage of the cloud and from further 
passages as It goes around the 
world." 


The federal agency said "early 


measurements for air samples in- 
dicate only slightly elevated levels" 
wore recorded at Phoenix, Ariz, and 
Clraycnno, Wyo. The only other 
sample stations reporting wore at Bis- 
marck, N.D. and Seattle, Wash., and 
both had normal readings. 


The huge fallout cloud was driven 


on a southwesterly course by Jet 
stream winds. It crossed the West 
Coast from the Pacific Saturday 
morning and is expected to clear the 
East Coast today. 


The chief concern was that rain 


might carry radioactive dust particles 
to Earth and deposit them on pasture 
grass. If the grass then were eaten by 
cow. radioactivity could be trans- 
ferred to humans by the cows' milk. 


ON SATURDAY, EPA officials ex- 


pressed concern over the possibility of 
rain In Die Carolines. Georgia and 
Florida and snow flurries in tho Mid- 
west. By Sunday, however, tlic con- 
cern had evaporated. 


"We don't expect any precipitation 


in tho Southeast and wo expect the 
cloud to go out to sea later this after- 
noon," said EPA spokesman Morlin 
Fitzwatcr.

levels of fallout.

"In so far as public health is con- 


cerned, these values (of radioactivity) 
in tiro air arc Insignificant," said 
George Toombs, supervisor of Ore- 
gon's radiation surveillance program. 


"However, milk sampling will be 


undertaken next week as a pre- 
cautionary measure In cose the radio- 
activity mado its way into the milk 
supply."

GOVERNMENT SOURCES earlier 


said Syria's declared readiness to re- 
new tho mandate of U.N. peace-keep- 
ing forces on the Golan Heights was 
welcomed as a step toward peace. 
The mandate is due to run out at the 
end of the month. 


A government spokesman said there 


would be no official reaction to the 
Syrian declaration until It Is relayed 
to Israel through the United Nations.

Gilmore keeps to hunger strike 


SALT LAKE CITY (UPI) - Con- 


demned killer Gary Gilmore stuck to 
his hunger strike for a third day Sun- 
day, refusing food and medication un- 
til he Is allowed to speak to his 
fiancee, 'who joined him in an unsuc- 
cessful suicide pact. 


Prison officials said all the 35-year- 


old killer accepted was coffee. 


Dennis Boaz, GUmore's attorney, 


said his client refused prescription 
headache medication and antibiotics, 
and remained in "a bad mood." 


"HE'S NOT GOING to cooperate 


with anyone until he gets to talk to 
Nicole," Boaz said. 


Gilmore and Nicole Barrett, his 20- 


• year-old fiancee, took overdoses of 


sleeping pills Tuesday, he in his cell 
and she at her apartment 25 miles 
away from the Utah State Prison. 


Both recovered, but vowed to try to 


take their lives again. Friday, sho 
was committed to the State Mental 
Hospital. Gilniore has been denied 
permission to telephone her. 


Gilmore is confined to an isolation 


' cell in the prison hospital, under 24- 


hour "suicide watch" by two guards, 
stripped of his personal property and 
denied access to newspapers or radio. 


"I'M GOING TO try it again. 


There's some time you're going to let 
your guard down, or someone will 
turn away," he told his guards. 


Prison officials check Gilniore — 


awoke or asleep each hour and make 
a log entry on his condition. The pre- 
cautions are costing the state $2,600 
per week. 


Through Boaz, Gilmore has been 


sending Mrs. Barrett, a divorcee with 
two children, yellow roses — a single 
flower the day she came out of a 48- 
hour coma following her suicide at- 
tempt, and a dozen more over the 
weekend at the Mental institution. 


Boaz conferred with a Fresno, Ca- 


lif., attorney, Roger Nuttall, who will 
join him in appearing before the Utah 
. Supreme Court Monday with requests 
that Gilmore be allowed to call his 
fiancee, and that the court speed the 
process of providing the killer the ex- 
ecution he has begged for.

Sunday. Thompson, one of tho party's rising stars, sold the GOP 
has "grave problems," Including an Image problem. "Not enough 
people believe that tho Republican Party cares about the people," 
said Thompson, Interviewed by a panel on NBC's Meet tho Press. 


"Not enough people believe that the Republican Party Is capable 


of producing candidates who can solve problems. "We always 
seem to be against everything rather than offering alternatives ... 
the Republican Party has to bo rebuilt." 


Asked If the GOP has failed in (Is strategy in the South, Thomp- 


son said, "I don't believe in regional strategics and I don't believe 
the Republican Party can survive unless they're perceived as a 
national party so I don't think there ought to be any southern 
strategy. "Secondly, I think the Republican Party has got to open 
Its base of support to block people, to union members ... and yes, 
t think the national Republican Party has largely failed the black. 
people of America. It's failed other people as well, and that's why 
they lost the election." 


Thompson, who prosecuted a number of top lieutenants of Chi- 


cago Mayor Richard Daley, said he has no feud with tho mayor and 
the city of Chicago "runs well in a mechanical sense. 


"I've only quarreled with the mayor really on the price we pay 


for all of that. As our prosecutions demonstrated, we've had cor- 
ruption in Chicago for a long time and I don't think corruption is 
necessarily the price you have to pay In order to have clean 
streets and bridges that go up and down." Ho noted that Samuel 
Skinner, who succeeded him as U.S. attorney for the northern 
District of Illinois, could bo rcappolnted or replaced by President- 
elect Jimmy Carter.

troversial black preadier step for- 
ward seeking membership in the all- 
white congregation, which voted only 
last week at Carter's urging to'drop 
its radal barriers. 


It was the Rev. Clennon King's 


third Sunday at the church. 


Until the Nov. 14 vote to end a ban 


on membership by "Negroes and oth- 
er civil rights agitators," King had 
been forced to stand outside. His first 
appearance in Plains two days before 
UMJ election touched off a crisis for 
both Carter and the church. 


KING'S APPLICATION was re- 


ferred to a membership committee to 
determine if the nondenominational 
preadier from Albany, Go., was se- 
riously interested In worshiping in tho 
Plains church. A deacon sold action 
on the application could toko some 
time. 


Carter faces a busy schedule today,

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The way ive see it 
Absentee rule 
change needed 


Seldom docs an election night 


go on for as long as it did in Uic 
10th Congressional District this 
year. But Uic results are finally 
official, and U.S. Rep. Abncr J. 
Mikva has been reclected. 


Mikva's effort to get all the 


votes counted and to dramatize 
the problems with absentee vot- 
ing in Cook County should be 
lauded. 


While Uic law suit Mlkva filed 


to get the 4.047 absentee votes 
counted failed to achieve that re- 
sult, it did offer a wealth of In- 
formation about absentee vot- 
ing. 


What is clear is Uiat Uiis vot- 


ing process must be brought up 
to the same modern standards 
that have been applied to other 
election procedures in this coun- 
ty. 


County Clerk Stanley T. Kus- 


pcr Jr. should stick to his prom- 
ise to ask the Illinois General 
Assembly for changes in the 
election law in this regard. 


County clerks should be able 


to make absentee voting easier. 
Every step should be taken to 


reduce delays in mailing the ab- 
sentee ballots to persons who 
make the request. 


The biggest problem, high- 


lighted by the Young-Mikva 
race, is the counting process. 
State law slrould be changed to 
allow absentee votes received in 
the mull until 6 p.m. on election 
day to be included in Uie vote 
totals. 


The law also should allow the 


tabulation of those ballots in the 
county clerk's office. This pro- 
cess must have safeguards to 
ensure there is no tampering 
with the ballots. 


Such a system could be de- 


signed. It would be clearly supe- 
rior to the situation which dis- 
enfranchised 4,947 voters this 
year. 


Voting for public officials is 


the greatest right Americans 
possess because it is the basis 
for many of our other freedoms. 


Voting laws should reflect 


Uiis. placing no unnecessary 
roadblocks to exercising this 
right and ensuring that all votes 
are properly counted.

I would like to support the stand of 


Carolyn Ropp for pro-choice on abor- 
tion. As a woman who has experi- 
enced childbirth and motherhood, I 
am reasonably sure I could never 
choose to have on abortion. But I say 
"reasonably" because I can imagine 
circumstances in which the decision 
might not be clear-cut and easy. If I 
were to become pregnant as the result 
of rape; if I were to conceive a child 
and then find out through some mod- 
cm testing procedure that the child 
was doomed to be deformed or re- 
' larded; even in these situations, I 
know It would be 'extremely difficult 
for me to choose to terminate a preg- 
nancy. However, I strongly uphold the 
right of women to decide for them- 
selves on the Issue and the right to 
have a safe, sterile abortion if they, in 
good conscience, decide to do such a 
tiling. 


I am for the right to choose abortion 


as an option, and I am unalterably 
pro-life. But I believe in quality of 
life, not just quantity. Why don't our 
anti-abortion friends stop trying to 
impose their morals on the rest of 
the people and start working for some 


of the causes that will improve life for 
the living? I can offer some sugges- 
tions. They could work for: the Infant 
Welfare League; Planned Parenthood 
(If more people, especially teen-age 
girls were thoroughly informed 
birth control, we wouldn't have so 
many worries about abuse of abortion 
laws); groups promoting ecology and 
environmental control; consumer is- 
sues which affect children (toy safety, 
flame retardant clothing); improving 
children's TV programming; higher 
quality of education In local school 
agencies who deal with child abuse 
cases; drug rehabilitation projects; 
any of the charities which provide 
help for congenially ill or retarded 
children; peace organizations (who is 
more pro-life than these?); the list 
goes on and on. 


Meanwhile, I am grateful to know 


that, for the time being anyway, if I 
were in need of an abortion, I could 
get the treatment I need, not in a 
back alley with a quack, but right 
here at my local hospital with a physi- 
cian whom I trust.

Variety of opinion in Lutheran parish 


A city planner, of course, must keep 


issuing plans to justify his job, but the 
idea of converting tax-roll property to 
parking lots for the relief of Oakton 
Street traffic Is rather silly. 


Whatever is done, Oakton' Street 


will continue to be congested until our 
society's insane dependence on the au- 
tomobile is eliminated. The parked 
vehicles now merely slow down the 
traffic to a somewhat rational speed 
and may be considered beneficial. 
Greater freedom of flow on Oakton 
Street will simply mean a heavier 
traffic burden, and the revenues aris- 
ing from confiscated tax properties 
will be lost. 


Of greater importance is the incon- 


venience and, indeed, hardship which 
will be imposed on South Side rest- 
dents and businesses. Downtown will 
not benefit (Superblock is generally 
viewed with apathy if not outright op- 
position). The business will either go 
to Touhy Avenue, Rosemont or Park 
Ridge — at greater cost of time and 
gasoline. 


In the meantime, businesspeople 


like Mrs. Julia Greenberg, who works 
from 5 a.m. to 8 p.m. at an age of 
(much) more than 70 and who, from 


the hour of her birth in Tashkent, has 
literally been chased around the 
world, will have to start all over 
again. 


From the South Side viewpoint, the 


suggestion that Mrs. Greenberg and 
her fellow businesspeople be wiped 
out in favor of asphalt is completely 
cockeyed. True, the new plan is In the 
tradition established in the last 20 
years and most recently exemplified 
by the Pratt Avenue fiasco of making 
life in Des Plaines as uncomfortable, 
as Inconvenient, and as expensive as 
possible; but it serves no useful pur- 
pose and will be universally con- 
tested. 


The alternative of narrowing the 


sidewalks and forcing people into 
their cars is equally ridiculous. The 
side streets are not wide enough to 
accommodate parking. Establishment 
of 1-hour parking zones on Oakton 
might help somewhat; but the fact 
must be faced that the street will 
have to be lived with as it is. It was 
only improved a couple of years ago; 
the improvement caused the traffic 
burden to quadruple.

power shift — if, for example, Rock- 
efeller refused to surrender the scis- 
son, that vice presidential use to cut 
ceremonial ribbons.— It could create 
a consUtutlonaTcrisls of the first mag- 
nitude. 


But Mondale's aides assure me that 


Rockefeller's representatives on the 
transition team are being completely 
cooperative. In some ways, overly co- 
operative. 


THEY SAT there are overtones of

stage of readiness, Mondale needs.in- 
side information'on which world lead- 
ers ere most likely to expire next 


ADDITIONALLY, he Is receiving 


extensive briefings on the operation of 
the spade that vice presidents use at 
ground-breaking ceremonies. 


The rigors of transition have been 


eased somewhat by the fact that Mon- 
dale has been serving in the Senate, 


The vice president is designated by 


the Constitution as presiding officer of 
the Senate and also is entrusted with 
the responsibility of casting deciding 
votes hi event of ties. 


BY DINT OF ins service in that 


body, Mondale already is familiar 
with the Senate chamber's location.' 
Thus the transition team is spared Uie 
task of giving him maps, diagrams 
and directions. 
' No matter how harmonious a transi- 
tion, there ore some things for which 
a retiring vice president cannot pre- 
pare his successor. One problem each 
vice president must solve for himself 
is how to while away the time be- 
tween breaking tie votes.

Business mushrooming for novice 


by LEA TONKIN 


Bill Rose says he Is working harder 


than ever, and he feels great. 


"I look forward to getting up in the 


morning," says the restaurateur — 
turned mushroom farmer. Although 
he is still an owner of the Mailre D* 
Restaurant in Elk Grove Village, 
Rose has turned his efforts to a new 
business venture. 
• , 


It's the River Valley Ranch, a for- 


mer stable near Wilmot, Wls., which 
houses Rose's fledgling mushroom 
farm. 


THE DAILY TREK from the north- 


west suburbs to the countryside of 
southern Wisconsin Is no worse than 
to commute to Chicago, Rose said. 
Heading north from Wilmot on county 
Highway W, he turns west on Rt. 50 to 
a cluster of green and white buildings 
dubbed "The River Valley Ranch." 


A rutted drive meanders back to a 


low-slung building where Rose and his 
farm manager Mitchel Slonina raise 
plump, white mushrooms. 


Mushroom growing is a new, ex- 


citing career for Rose. He became in- 
terested in the field when he was 
scouting for restaurant suppliers. 


For Slonina, the Wisconsin farm 


represents a return to his life's work. 
The Des Flalnes resident had retired 
from a family mushroom-growing 
business after some 30 years. 


ROSE FIGURES their shared en- 


thusiasm and a willingness to work 
hard will pay off in sales to restau- 
r a n t s and Individual customers. 
Whether he sells a quarter of a mil- 
lion pounds of mushrooms by March 
or not, his first year as a mushroom 
farmer has been rewarding. 


"It's a challenge," Rose said. "It's 


like the time when I ran for office 
four years ago. I didn't win, but I had 
a ball." Rose campaigned unsuccess- 
fully for state senate seat in 1972. 


"It's too easy to get in a rut. If it's 


only Wednesday and you hate to get 
up in the morning, then you're in 
trouble," he said. 


"A lot of my friends are thinking 


about retirement," Rose said. "My 
God, if that's all I had to look forward 
to, I'd be in bad shape," Mushroom 
farming is "another hill to climb. I 
don't think profit motivates me as 
much as this.", 


Rose said he enjoys showing his 


mushroom farm to visitors. Starting 
with the compost of hay and other 
materials, he .describes the necessary 
processing and temperature controls. 
Rose designed a bagging machine 
that fills plastic bags with SO to 60 
pounds of the compost material and 
adds mushoom spawn to the bags. 


SPAWN IS MADE up of rye or mil- 


let grain which has been injected with 
mushroom spores, and .allowed to de- 
velop. 


The bags of compost are taken to 


one of four large growing rooms, 
topped with layer of peat moss and 
limestone and stacked in long rows. 
They are watered periodically hi the 
temperature-controlled rooms. Germi- 
nation takes about 30 days. 


"You can start picking in about 55 


days," Rose said. In the "first flush" 
of growth, clusters of smooth white 
mushrooms appear. Then the new 
growth comes in single mushrooms. 


Pickers watch for mature mush- 


rooms dally. Before it is ready for 
packing in 10-pound cartons, 
the

Most 
shoppers who look for mushrooms at 
supermarkets settle for a brown vari- 
ety that may have been picked days 
earlier, Rose said. His pride is the ap- 
pearance and taste of his white mush- 
rooms. 


"They take a little more care, a 


little more work," he said, ."but it's 
worthwhile." 


Rose said he hopes to turn a good 


profit by the end of his first year in 
the mushroom) business. He said he 
already knows he'll be looking for- 
ward to new developments in the 
mushroom growing business when 
March comes. 


•"It's all fun," Rose said. "I've 


adopted a new philosophy. If you're 
not satisfied and happy doing what 
you're doing, then get out and do 
something else."

Here's how it works, subject to pos- 


sible later modification by the Inter- 
nal 
Revenue Service: 
Generally, 


you're eligible for Individual Retire- 
ment Account if you are not otherwise 
covered by a pension plan at work. 
This con include self-employed indi- 
viduals. With an account, you can 
contribute up to 15 per cent of your 
annual salary (with a maximum per 
year of $1,500) into your plan. 


The amount you contribute is tax 


deductible. The earnings are tax free. 
When you withdraw the money, which 
can't be before age 59V4 without in- 
curring a penalty, you pay taxes on 
the accumulated funds, but presum- 
ably you'll then be retired and in a 
much lower tax bracket, so the bite 
will be much smaller. 


Now, under the neV law, effective 


for the tax year beginning Jan. 1, 
1977, an eligible employe with an 
unemployed spouse can contribute up 
to $1,750. You still cannot exceed the 
15 per cent of salary limitation. There 
must be two separate accounts of $875 
each, or one with "subaccounts" for 
each spouse. 


You can't do this yet. Not until next 


year, 1077. Shortly after the start of 
the new year your bank will have 
more detailed information on how to 
dolt. 


The other provision of the new law 


will allow moonlighters to establish a 
modest pension program. Some call it

U.S., Romania OK 
10-year trade pact 


Tho United States and Romania Sunday signed an unprece- 


dented 10-year trade agreement, the broadest pact the United 
States has ever reached with a Soviet-bloc nation. U.S. and Ro- 
manian officials applauded as Commerce Secretary Elliott L. 
Richardson and Romanian Deputy Prime Minister Ion Pctan 
signed tho agreement. 


Tho trade agreement calls for cooperation in economic, Industri- 


al and technical fields. It also established principles and guidelines 
for joint U.S.-Romanion ventures and other forms of business ties. 


French left victorious 


The French left won two National Assembly scats from the gov- 


ernment coalition Sunday in parliamentary by-elections that 
showed erosion of the political strength of President Valcry Gis- 
card d'Estolng. The advance of tho leftist coalition of Socialists, 
Communists and leftist Radicals in elections for seven assembly 
scats Indicated tho president's bickering majority will fight a diffi- 
cult battle for survival in the municipal elections next March and 
tho key parliamentary elections set for March 1978. 


The results implied a new drop In the popularity of the French 


president, who Is facing mounting pressure from the powerful left 
and a deepening rift In his own coalition. "We definitely have a 
problem," Gaullist secretary general Yves Guena said in a radio 
statement.

Issue renews JFK interest 
The mayor's cancellation of Monday ceremonies observing the 


13th anniversary of President John F. Kennedy's assassination 
brought about renewed public Interest, tho director of the Kennedy 
Museum said Sunday. "It's a strange thing," said curator John 
Slssom. "Tho mayor canceled tho ceremonies because of lack of 
attendance and because the people didn't support it and now they 
apparently want to continue It." 


Mayor Robert Folsom said he canceled the observance at the 


site near where Kennedy was slain by a sniper Nov. 22, 1963, 
because of declining public interest, but he asked local churches to 
plan services In their Individual places of worship. However, 
Democratic County Chairman Ron Kesslcr said ho could not allow 
tho anniversary to pass without a ceremony at tho memorial. He 
said Folsom's announcement resulted in "about 500 phone calls" 
protesting the decision. 


Kesslcr said there would be a public prayer vigil at the down- 


town Kennedy Memorial Monday. Tho service,was to include "no 
speeches." The executive director of the Greater Dallas Council of 
Churches and a Dallas minister will preside at Monday's prayer 
vigil which will include "a short prayer and a moment of silence." 


TV flunks: FCC chief 


Television has failed to meet its obligation to accurately depict 


blacks and Spanish-speaking Americans, Federal Communications 
Commissioner Benjamin L. Hooks says. Hooks, a Baptist minister 
who will leave tho FCC soon to become executive director of the 
NAACP, told a weekend media conference In Detroit that tele- 
vision has created a "Sanford and Son" mentality among whites 
and failed to provide appropriate "role models" for minority 
youth. 


"Tho overage white viewer comes to know black and Hlspanlcs 


principally through commercial TV," he said. "And what they 
know is someone who's always In trouble." Hooks told the confer- 
ence, sponsored by "Focus: HOPE" and the Detroit public 
schools, that television is much like a vast fast food restaurant for 
overfed but undernourished minds. 


Solar energy project hit 


A 160 million government project to demonstrate the use of solar 


energy In the homo Is not being run effectively, a consumer group 
claimed Sunday. Tho Housing Research Group of the Center for 
Study of Responsive Law Issued a 60-page critique of the program 
under which the Housing and Urban Development Department is 
trying to sell home owners on the benefits of solar heating and 
cooling. 


It said HUD has concentrated on expensive techniques to heat 


and cool entire houses with the sun, when it could accomplish 
much more for much less money by focusing on solar water heat- 
ers that already are commercially feasible. The report also criti- 
cized tho HUD program for "spending money on public relations 
Instead of serious market promotion." It said the publicity efforts 
"aim at turning the audience Into passive enthusiasts — a useless 
achievement unless solar units are available at attractive prices. 
Of the three residential solar applications — water heating, space 
heating and space cooling — only water heaters are cost com- 
petitive In a number of geographical areas today," the report said. 


2 million off food stamps 
as economy improves 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - An Agriculture Dept. 


analyst says 2 million people have dropped out of the 
government's food stamp program since early 1975, 
more than half of them because of the Improved econo- 
my, but he thinks the exodus now may be over. 


Stephen J. Hlemstra says food stamp enrollment fell 


from a record 19.2 million people In April, 1975, to 17.2 
million this September. 


Part of the decline was seasonal, he says, but more 


than 1 million of those who quit using food stamps did 
so because of the improving economy and declining 
unemployment. 


Hiemstra told the annual agricultural outlook confer- 


ence, however, the total is likely to remain now at the 
17.2 million mark. 


EVEN IF THE economy Improves further in 1977, he 


said, the number of people who drop out when they get 
jobs or pay raises will be offset by continuing "out- 
reach" programs — publicity and personal contact to 
Inform people about available stamp benefits and enroll 
a larger percentage of the eligible population. 


Under the stamp program, eligible persons can obtain 


a certain amount per month — $166 for a family of four 
— in federal food stamps. The stamps are free for wel- 
fare families and can be purchased for less than their 
face value by those who meet complicated eligibility 
requirements. 


Agriculture officials recently announced food stamp 


benefit levels and income eligibility ceilings will not 
change for the first half of 1977. 


Heimstra predicted that when officials make their 


next review, based on retail food price trends through 
next February, they will keep the existing benefit rates. 


With food stamp enrollment and benefits remaining 


steady, Heimstra said, the cost of federal food aid pro- 
grams is expected to be only slightly above the $8.5 
billion estimated for the 1976 fiscal year. 


He said the Increase will be due to rising costs in the 


school lunch program. 


Heimstra estimated Americans eligible for food pro- 


grams ate about $14 billion worth of food last year — 7 
per cent of the total U.S. food bill — including the $8.5 
billion In federal aid, state and local contributions and 
cash payments by program participants.

Administration reported Sunday it has 
designated the California program an 
"exemplary project" — recommend- 
ing that it be copied and has prepared 
a manual showing how. 


California officials considered the 


initial test program so successful that 
Gov. Edmund G. Brown Jr. signed it 
Into law last Sept. 2. 


"I urge everyone In the nation who 


la interested in the custody and re- 
habilitation of criminal offenders to 
take a close look at California's ac- 
complishment," said LEAA Adminis- 
trator Richard W. Velde. 


THE CALIFORNIA Youth Authority 


settled more than 7,000 grievances be- 
tween September 1973 and last Febru- 
ary, the LEAA said. It said arbi- 
trators upheld the Inmates' positions 
completely in 40 per cent of the deci- 
sions and partially in 20 per cent 
more. 


Grievances have concerned food, 


health care, recreation, clothing, 
beards and haircuts, the LEAA said. 
One grievance won a right for all 
male Inmates to wear beards. 


While only 1 per cent of the griev- 


ances went to arbitration because offi- 
cials and Inmates could not agree, the

BASICALLY, THE neutrality letter 


la a pledge from GM that it will not 
Interfere In the union's organizing 
drives, particularly in the South 
where the UAW has complained bit- 
terly that management actively cam- 
paigned to keep it out. 


UAW Vice President Irving Blue- 


stone, head of the union's GM Depart- 
ment, called the neutrality letter "a 
landmark accomplishment" in an in- 
terview Saturday and said it could 
serve as a "bellwether" for the labor 
movement throughout the country. 


George B. Morris, GM vice presi- 


dent of industrial relations, called the 
letter "a mutual pledge of good faith 
on the part of tho union and on the 
part of the corporation to conduct our- 
selves in a harmonious relationship." 


The UAW has accused GM of a 


"Southern Strategy" designed to keep 
the union out of plants in the South. 
On three recent separate occasions, 
the union has lost representation elec- 
tions at GM plants in Mississippi and 
Georgia. 


is a "unique" feature of the California 
program, the LEAA said.

flying over tall buildings or hurling 
bullets back at the bad guys. But the 
m o u s y , four-eyed news reporter, 
Clark Kent, would have been a chal- 
lenge for him. 


NOR DID Bruce cotton to playing 


that other durable Saturday matinee 
idol, Tarzon, the ape man. Jenner 
would never wont to be typecast as" a 
guy twice as smart as an ape. This 
left him with only one worthwhile per- 
son to be in tills life: Howard Cosell. 
So. Bruco Jenner signed with ABC to 
join with the divine Howard In narrat- 
ing such sports specials as "The 
Battle of the Networks" In which 
stars of stage, screen and serials bat- 
tled with each other in 
offbeat

ketball throw, or the tennis net jump.

Jenner is a throwback to the poised, 


articulate, stralght-A type of athlete 
Burl L. Standlsh used to write about. 
Bruce is not "Bruce, er, ah, y'know 
Jcnner, y'know?" He does not paw 
the ground, butcher verb endings, or 
grope for the right pronoun. His dic- 
tion is non-regional. He does not say 
"dese" or "dose" or sound like a 
country sheriff. Jenner had one clear 
eye on a career all the way. Jenner 
did not compete for a gold medal in 
the Olympics. He competed for gold, 
period. Six years of fanatical hard 
work and driving the mind and body 
to limits even a religious zealot might 
balk at, paid off right on schedule. 


Even the conditions at Montreal 


were just right for Jenner's dramatic 
step into center stage. The United 
States, at the time, was taking a 
propaganda beating, as usual. Not 
only did we lose the sprints, shot put, 
pole vault, high jump, and all those 
other "typically-American" events for 


the second time in a row, but we had 
our faces rubbed In it. Cuban quarter- 
rollers and North Korean newsmen 
trumpeted the Games' outcomes as 
proof of the superiority of their sys- 
tems of government. 
. 


A DECATHLON is a little like a 


presidential election. You have to in- 
terpret the returns from the early 
precincts. For instance, when Jenner 
•finished eighth in the 100-meter open- 
Ing event, he felt like throwing a par- 
ty. He had run a 10.9 hundred, virtual- 
ly matching his own all-time best, and 
sucked up 819 points, or 50 to 100 
more than he thought he could reason- 
ably count on. When he finished sixth 
in the second event, the long jump, he 
knew it was all over. Jenner is the 
best second-day performer in the his- 
tory of the decathlon, and he knew he 
could win the 10-event, two-day show 
If he finished Day One as close as 200 
points behind. He finished it only 35 


points behind. Normally, he* cannot 
sleep the night between competitions. 
That night, he slept like a rich man. 


The Ideal in the decathlon is to get 


1,000 points per event. But this is un- 
reasonable in a 48-hour tour de force 
in which the athlete is supposed to 
dispense a sprinter's speed and shot 
putter's strength, pole vaulter's tech- 
nique and discus grace. Jenner aver- 
aged 860 points per event, had one 
1,005-polnt event (pole vault) and only 
one under 800 (the 1,500-meter, where 
he needed only 510 points to clinch the 
victory and had to guard against ty- 
ing up in the stretch). 


Mark Spitz got seven gold medals 


for doing the same thing over and 
over again — swimming up and down 
a pool. Bruce Jenner, got one for doing 
10 different and dissimilar things over 
two days. Gold medals have been won 
by guys who merely run 8.9 anchor 
legs in relays. Other guys have gotten 
gold for sitting on a bench for a week. 
Bruce had to work the gold mines for 
his. 


No wonder he doesn't want to share 


billing with a chimp, or play a car- 
toon character with a block "S" on 
his chest. What they'll probably have 
to do Is create a whole new character 
for him, a guy who can do everything 
without a cape, monkey, or even a 
bionic arm. They can call him simply 
"Super Bruce."

Exactly who first thought of making Ico cream is a 


. secret. Well, not exactly, but at least It Is a mystery. 
No one knows who first discovered It or when It was 
first made Stories are told, however, that the Ro- 
man emperor Nero sent armies of slaves Into the 
mountains to bring back snow. The snow was mixed 
with honey and fruit juices and served as a special 
dish to Nero's guests way back in the 1st Century. 


The trail of Iced desserts grows cold after the fall 


of tha Roman Empire and for the next 1,200 years. 
But late In the 13th Century, when the famous Italian 
traveler Marco Polo returned to Europe from China, 
ho brought back redoes with him. And it seems the 
Chinese had been enjoying them for hundreds of 
years. 


The recipes spread throughout Europe during the 


1500s and were among the favorites of nobility. F""h 
royal chof worked hard to Improve the Icy treats, 
and at some point cream and even butter ucio 
added to them. Needless to say, each royal recipe 


.MARK TRAIL 


was guarded carefully and it was a long time before 
the common people put together the bits and pieces 
of recipes which filtered down to them. 


Ice cream came to America in the early 1700s via 


the English colonists. Even though It was,a home- 
made item, it was considered a luxury food and not 
everyone could afford to make It. An interesting 
item from one of George Washington's expense led- 
gers shows that he brought a "cream machine for 
ice" May 17, 1784. It is rumored that his* favorite 
flavor was strawberry. 


In 1851 an enterprising milk dealer named Jacob 


Fussel established the first U.S. ice-cream plant. The 
location was Baltimore, ,Md., and the* product sold 
for 60 cents a quart. Immediately popular, ice cream 
was soon on its way to becoming a national favorite. 
As new methods of refrigeration were developed, the 
product became available to more and more people. 
By the early 1900s It was being enjoyed in .special 
"Ice-cream parlors" across the country.

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Clown's lifestyle 
suits Weiss fine 


Bo-Dino takes an "Un-Cola" break before continuing his visits.

With a brush and makeup, Dean Weiss transforms 


into Bo-Dino the clown.

When Dean Weiss of Des Plaines be- 


gins his stage show by changing from 
a business suit to the costume of Bo- 
Dino the Clown, it is a symbolic re- 
enactment of what he says was one of 
the best decisions of his life. 


Weiss, 39, was a banker for IS 


years, and was vice-president of the 
First National Bank of Northbrook 
when he decided seven months ago to 
give up banking for full-time clown- 
ing. 


"I sacrificed one thing and gained 


something more valuable," Weiss said. 
"Our whole life has changed but we 
love it." 


WEISS' WIFE. Mary, and their two 


children helped him make the deci- 
sion, he said. He was earning a good 
salary, but felt his work at the bank 
was pulling him away from his family 
too much. 


"It was a difficult decision," Weiss 


said. "And I laid awake many nights 
wondering if I made the right deci- 
sion." 


I had to decide on being a banker or 


being a clown, he said. He had been 
doing the clown show on a part-time 
basis, usually for charity groups, 
since 1972. "I couldn't give up clown- 
ing." 


Weiss became Involved with the art 


of clowning when a sodal worker told 
him at a cocktail party that she 
needed some Christmas entertainment 
for a Catholic charity organization. 
Weiss volunteered to come dressed as 
a clown. 


"It was just like magic — the thrill 


I got out of it," he said of his first 
time in the clown costume. 


SOON THEREAFTER, Weiss began 


performing regularly in the children's 
ward of Lutheran General Hospital at 
Park Ridge. 


"Everybody wants to do something 


for the kids at Christmas, but then 
they forget about them the rest of the 
year," Weiss said. 


With each performance of Bo-Dino 


the Clown, Weiss got more requests to 
put on the one-hour show for all kinds 
of groups. 


Besides changing from a business- 


man to a clown in front of the au- 
dience, Weiss performs simple magic 
tricks, sings, dances and uses pan- 
tomime to entertain the crowd. He 
rarely stops talking during the per- 
formance. 


BUT TRYING TO make a living as 


a clown did not come easy. Weiss said 
there were times when he thought of 
quitting and going back to banking, 
but just then things would improve. 
He said his family has been willing to 
cut back, and his children, Julie, 14, 


and Jeff, 12, urged him to continue as 
a professional clown. 


Weiss said he thinks eventually he 


will make more money as a clown 
than he did as a banker. He said ha 
believes there is a shortage of good 
clowns. 


He will appear at the Canadian Na- 


tional Exposition next August, where 
his show might be exposed to as many 
as three million persons. And right 
now, Bo-Dino the clown is booked al- 
most every night of the week. 


"I never paid much attention to 


clowns before that time (1972 when ha 
posed as a clown for the charity 
group)," Weiss said. "But thera 
seemed to be something there." 


His wife calls it "the ham in him," 


but Weiss said he thinks it's his life's 
calling. 


"I think if a person finds something 


he could be good at, he should take 
time to stop and try it," Weiss said 
confidently. "Never in my life hava I 
done anything I. loved so much. I 
wouldn't trade the last seven months 
for anything."

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Desk top humor 


Kansas U. professor finds classroom graffiti 'pretty sharp' 


CARVING ON student desk tops intrigues a University of 
Kansas English professor, whose latest study shows mora 
pornographic graffiti and much less political humor than 
the study he did in 1972. Associate Prof. William E. 
Koch's Interest is folkloric rather than psychological.

In a large lecture room at Kansas 


State University, Manhattan, an 
anonymous writer scratched his work 
onto a wooden desk top. The mes- 
sage: "Eat garbage, 10 million flies 
can't be wrong."

"That's one of my favorites," said 


William E. Koch, who has completed 
his second study into what students 
carve onto desks. Koch's latest proj- 
ect involved studying the tops of 750 
desks in classrooms with at least 100 
seats. 


"Generally, the farther back" you go 


the worse the desks are," he said. 
"The last two rows in a classroom are 
usually the worst — that's where you 
find the real shockers." 


In his latest study, the 65-year-old 


associate professor of English and 
folklore found that 63 per cent of the 
samples dealt with humorous or 
apparently serious topics, 32 per cent 
were either pornographic or erotic 
end 5 per cent were religious. 


"THE HUMOR'S actually pretty 


sharp," Koch said as he pointed at 
one of the samples and laughed. 
"Look at this one — 'Oedipus, call 
your mother.' I tell you, some of these 
are killers." 


Koch, who sports a western style of 


dress and a fast smile, glanced over a 
list of other humorous desk top graf- 
fiti. They included: 


"Superman 
wears 
pantyhose," 


"Lassie kills chickens," "If your nose 
is on strike — picket," "Save a tree 
and eat a beaver," "Flush the toilets 
- K.U. needs the water," "The Dairy 
Queen is frigid" and "The older you 
get — the better you were." 


"I don't think you can really say 


that you can tell what students are 
thinking from studying desk tops," 
Koch said. "That's because com- 
paratively few people feel the urge to 
write something on a desk." 


THE GRAY-HAIRED professor be- 


came interested in desk tops partly 
because it is a contagious hobby. 


"Once you start looking at desk tops 


it's hard to stop. You want to go 
through the whole classroom. I guess 
its just curiosity — looking for a 
real corker." 


But Koch's primary reason came 


from his love of folklore. 


"I'm not interested in interpreting 


the meaning of the graffiti; that's for 
the psychologist. Folklore Is con- 
cerned with the non-academic. The 
folklorist is not interested in truth or 
falsity, just in the fact that the say- 
ings and ideas exist. I also like to see 
what's new and what's dropping out." 


Koch conducted his first study in 


1972 with 587 samples. In comparing 
the two studies, he found students 
generally are less political, less reli- 
gious and more pornographic than 
they were four years ago. 


"THE PERCENTAGE of pornogra- 


phic desk top graffiti increased from 
10 per cent in 1972 to 32 per cent this 
year. But I guess that's not too sur- 
prising. Pornography has increased 
everywhere." 


Koch said students in English class- 


rooms were the most prolific por- 
nographic writers while journalism 
students took top honors in erotic car- 
vings. 


"The home ec building had less por- 


nographic 
graffiti, 
but they had 


enough. For the most part, the desks 
in the home ec building were a lot 
cleaner than the other classrooms." 


Although the 1972 presidential elec- 


tion generated a deluge of political 
desk top graffiti, Koch said his recent 
study found not one mention of Pres- 
ident Ford or President-elect Jimmy 
Carter. 


"I guess political sayings are down 


the alley," he said. 


TYPICAL political writings four 


years ago, he said, Included such 


things as, "Will Rogers never met 
Nixon" and "Have a McGovern bas- 
ket of chicken — all left wings." 


Religious graffiti dropped sharply 


from 21 per cent in 1972 to a mere 5 
per cent in 1976, Koch said. Four 
years ago the religious graffiti took 
up topics such as the existence of 
God. Some samples: 


"God is not dead — he just couldn't 


find a parking place," "God is alive 
— he just doesn't want to get in- 
volved," and "God is dead, signed 
Nietzche" and then below that, 
"Nietzche is dead, signed God." 


There also was a much larger per- 


centage of sacrilegious sayings in 1972 
such as, "J. C. is dead but don't wor- 
ry. Mary is pregnant again" and 
"Easter vacation has been called off 
— they found the body." 


KOCH SAID THERE was an in- 


crease in fraternity and sorority car- 
vings and about the same number of 
drug-related sayings such as, "A 
friend with weed is a friend indeed." 


Koch said classroom boredom and 


dreariness play the major role al- 
though clean desks seem to invite 
some carvers. 


"They also try to shock the reader. 


They like to enter into forbidden ter-

Teaching skills are saleable

Some were taking a day off from history lessons 


and recess duty to sip coffee and plan ahead; others 
were out of work and anxiously taking notes on how 
to transfer their savvy with fifth graders to the busi- 
ness world. 


The 80 educators gathered at last week's Oakton 


College seminar on "Career Options for Teachers" 
wore well aware of declining enrollments and spiral- 
Ing teacher layoffs, and they wanted some advice on 
avoiding a dead-end job at the local department 
store. Their directions were clear: gel out and do 
your homework about prospective employers, culti- 
vate plenty of personal contacts and above all, rec- 
ognize that teaching skills are needed outside the 
classroom. 


True, the picking may be mighty slim even for 


recent college grads, but there are still literally mil- 
lions of jobs out there — the key is knowing how to 
land them, said Marilyn Moats Kennedy, assistant 
dean of students at DoPnul University and president 
of Career Strategics in Evnnston. 


Just because the teaching field is a tight one to 


crack, educators need not retreat with their apples 
and rulers to the unemployment office, said Kenne- 
dy. Skills like working with people, analyzing and de- 
cision-making are just as crucial In the business 
world as they are In the classroom, and a new de- 
gree Isn't necessary to find a challenging job. 


"THE BIGGEST problem Is convincing teachers — 


especially women who have been out of the job mar- 
ket for several years — that they are competent and 
that businesses do hire former teachers," she added. 
"Many fields are naturals for teachers, and every 
company has some educational function." 


One of the most obvious transitions for victims of 


budget crunches is a position as a corporate trainer, 


she continued. Standard Oil, for example, offers its 
employes 80 courses ranging from personnel man- 
agement to computers, and each one requires the 
skills of a teacher. And while the "Fortune 500" 
companies may not welcome you with open arms, 
many smaller companies would be much more re- 
ceptive. 


Many teachers end up representing products for 


educational publishers; technical writing is a good 
possibility because "you've already learned all about 
laying out Information In a concrete way." 


Even advertising and sales firms arc likely candi- 


dates for former teachers: "Three of the top sales- 
women in a top Chicago company are former French 
teachers ... I guess if 'they con sell French to high 
school students, they con sell anything. And many 
primary teachers would be great in advertising — 
they're used to simplifying everything," said Kenne- 
dy with a grin. 


SO HOW'DOES one make that transition from 


classroom to corporation? The legwork involves a lot 
more than duplicating resumes and badgering per- 
sonnel departments, warned Kennedy, but the net 
results offer a much better chance of success than 
the blind ad route. 


One of the best ways to start Is by befriending the 


local business librarian, who can put you in touch 
with a myriad of publications which list prospective 
employers and (most Importantly) the organizations 
they attend. You can also make contacts by con- 
sulting alumni lists, public relations departments, 
and even the yellow pages, under "associations." 


Once armed with a name, the next step is to make 


the rounds of these professional organizations, glean- 
ing Information from the person you've already 
learned has access to the boss. By doing your home- 
work via publications and personal contacts, obtain- 


ing an interview without going through the personnel 
office is a much easier task, said Kennedy. 


When you've landed an interview, present the po- 


tential employer with a resume that points up your 
strong points and eliminates weak spots, she contin- 
ued. List no personal information like age, health or 
marital status, and leave out dates of employment to 
avoid explaining any large gaps for child-raising. In- 
clude volunteer work as job experience, and be sure 
to list all your skills and exactly what you want to do 
with them so the potential employer "doesn't have to 
read tea leaves," said Kennedy, 


THROUGHOUT the job hunt, it's important to 


keep your own needs and interests at the top of the 
list, Kennedy maintained. Since you can't investigate 
every opening, confine the search to companies that 
meet your requirements for commuting, chances for 
advancement, office atmosphere and money. 


And on the subject of money: "Many employers 


like to hire older women because they have a reputa- 
tion for being stable and cheap," said Kennedy. 
"Check on salary ranges through professional organ- 
izations, and ask for the upper figure. If a company 
doesn't pay the going rate for that field, forget it... 
and never say your salary Is 'open.' " 


What about the teacher who wants to continue 


dealing with children or the woman with young chil- 
dren who's opting for a part-time position? 


"Surprisingly, I've never had a teacher mention 


staying with children," replied Kennedy to an educa- 
tor looking for other teaching possibilities. "Most 
went into the field because it was 'the thing to do,' 
and liking kids had nothing to do with It." 


BUT FOR THOSE teachers hoping to stay in the 


field day care centers and after-school care are just 
two possibilities. And Kennedy added that there are 
many part-time opportunities — "you just have to 
get out and dig a little harder for them." 


"Sure, many of these women won't go through all 


the hard work that's necessary ... but they are 
looking for alternatives," said Kennedy. "The most 
important thing is recognizing that everybody hires 
teachers . . . it's just a question of going out and 
getting the job."

won't stretch just because it is acr- 
ylic, any more than any other knit 
would stretch.

Before 
making any purchase of'knit fabric, 
give it a good hard stretch* and check 
the immediate recovery. If the fabric 
stays limp and slightly stretched out 
of shape, it should not be used for a 
tailored garment. Instead it should be 
used for a soft drapable dress that 
doesn't hove areas fitted so tight that 
they could bulge out of shape.

Germs cause colds, 
not chilly weather 


/ 


How can a person prevent colds? Will vitamin C prevent them or 


not? Will It cure a cold U you get one? And how can I tell the 
difference between a simple cold, the flu or bronchitis? I'd like to 
get through most of this winter with a minimal number of coldi U 
at all possible. 


The cotd and flu season Is already here. There are three big 


waves of respiratory infections — In tho fall, mid-winter and again 
in the spring. However, colds and related illnesses can occur at 
any time. 


One of tho most important concepts to understand is that these 


illnesses are all contagious illnesses. They are spread from person 
to person like other contagious diseases. They are not caused by 
exposure to cold wnthcr. 


A number of years ago a group of scientists decided to study the 


Eskimos because of their exposure to cold. The Eskimos were all 
free of colds and had been for years until the scientists arrived to 
study them. Then tho village come down with a whopping epidem- 
ic of colds. They had been infected by tho visiting team of scien- 
tists — demonstrating dramatically the difference between the 
germ and tho environment as a cause for the common cold. 


The best way to avoid a cold Is to avoid people who have one. 


Unfortunate people begin shedding the viruses that cause these 
illnesses several days before thcro are any apparent symptoms. 
But you can avoid exposure to people you know have a cold. 


There Is an oddity in labeling what Is a cold, flu, bronchitis or 


other related illness. Tho same virus con cause a cold, laryngitis, 
bronchitis or even pneumonia. The diagnosis depends upon how 
tho virus affects tho body. If the virus illness involves the nose and 
sinuses with a mild, sore throat and limited fever, it Is a cold. 


IF THE SAME virus involves the bronchi in the lungs, it is 


bronchitis and tho Illness may be much more severe. The same 
germ can even cause pneumonia, meaning the lungs are Involved. 


No, vitamin C docs not prevent colds despite all the public atten- 


tion it has gotten. Properly designed experiments have foiled to 
show any protection against colds at all by taking large doses of 
vitamin C. Moreover one can't abort a cold with large doses once 
ho has been Infected. There ore some questionable results that 
suggest largo amounts of vitamin C.will shorten the duration of 
symptoms and their severity — but other studies fall to show this. 


You should know that antibiotics are useless in treating any of 


tho cold-flu group. They aro helpful In treating a secondary bacte- 
rial Infection — such as bacterial pneumonia as a complication of 
a cold or flu episode. 


Many people do not realize that a good wt>y to transmit these 


Illnesses Is by tho hands. Keep your hands clean. If you are out, 
wear gloves to avoid picking up germs from door knobs and count- 
ers. Don't touch your hands to your face. And above all avoid 
crowds when you can.

nlnry. And, there is a desire to enter- 
tain other students, bo witty or in- 
struct. 


"But It's surprising, a lot of stu- 


dents tell mo they never bother to 
read what's written on the desks they 
sit at." 


Koch said some are simply ego- 


tistical and write their names over 
and over. Somo carvings are moti- 
vated by a feeling of anger or frustra- 
tion, Koch said, giving as an ex- 
amplo: "Some day my boat will coma 
In, but with my luck I'll bo at the 
airport." 


"SOMETIMES you see a little of 


the war of sexes on desk tops," he 
*nid. "Like tills one — "All chicks arc 
dugs.' There's a lot of that kind writ- 
ten by men. but you don't see too 
many derogatory comments against 
men." 


In fact. Koch said Ills studies tend 


to I n d i c a t e women write less 
frequently on desks than men. 


"If >ou go to a girls school, there 


ulll be very little written on desks," 
lie sold, adding there Is a direct corre- 
lation between the type of school and 
graffiti found on desks. "K-State is 
pretty stralght-lnccd so I think desk 
graffiti is more conservative hero 
than at some larger campuses that 
I've been to." 


Koch himself is a confessed desk 


top carver. 


"WHEN I WAS in school, I used to 


write my name on desks and Hccla, 
South Dakota — that's where I grow 
up. Even now, once In a while wlien 
I'm at a meeting and I'm bored, I'll 
make little doodles on a table. Then I 
hnvo to look around and cover it with 
my hand and try to erase it. But I 
don't write my name or hometown 
anymore." 


Koch would like to conduct a third 


study, if tlio graffiti's No. 1 enemy 
doesn't put him out of business. 


"We havo Formica desk tops in the 


chemistry lab and they're all dean," 
Koch said. "It's incredible to walk 
into a classroom witli 100 desks and 
find them all clean. 


"It's difficult to write on Formica 


and students won't go to that much 
trouble. I guess you could say For- 
mica is the only tiling that can kill 
dusk top graffiti."

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Ford plays king for a day 
in lush land of Rockefeller 


TARRYTOWN, N.Y. (UPI)-President Ford luxu- 


rinled Sunday In the land of Rockefeller, dedicating his 
vlco president's house as a national historic landmark 
and showing smiling signs the hurt of election defeat 
was wearing off. 


So pleased was Ford with the good weekend life in the 


well-ordered Pocantlco Hills paradise laid out by the 
late John D. Rockefeller that he stayed to piny an un- 
scheduled round of golf before returning to Washington, 
where ho Is to meet President-elect Jimmy Carter to- 
day. 


Nineteen painful days after losing the presidency to 


Carter, Ford obviously was enjoying the shouts and 
cheers of friendship. 


HE ROSE AT 7:30 n.m. to golf with Vice President 


Nelson Rockefeller and John D. Rockefeller's other liv- 
ing grandsons, Lauranco and David, before attending 
church. 


Later ho dedicated the 63-year-old Rockefeller house 


overlooking the Hudson - called "Kykult," Dutch for 
"lookout" — as a national landmark. Fifteen persons 
attended the eight-minute ceremony. 


Finally there was the extra trip to the golf course. 
WHEN THE President and Mrs. Ford motored from 


the fenced 3,000 acre Rockefeller Estate to the Union 
Church of Pocantlco Hills, a crowd of about 300 persons 


mustered across the street and cheered. 


Inside the church, the minister mentioned the "fresh 


winds" that Ford had brought Into the White House and 
talked of a golden future for Ford. 


Ford sat in a pew under stained glass windows done 


by Marc Chagall and Henri Matisse, modern masters 
commissioned by Nelson Rockefeller, on eof the master 
patrons of 20th Century art. 


After the services,.Ford led his wife Into a side hall 


where the church was holding a bake sale. 


He spotted a version of his favorite dessert, a platter 


was covered with pecan tarts at 10 cents each. 


FORD, WITHOUT consulting his wife, pulled out his 


wallet and offered a choir member in blue robes a $20 
bill to pay for the tarts. The girl replied that the whole 
plateful of tarts cost only $2 and she had no change. 


Ford hurriedly plucked up a $2 pound cake for his 


wife, stuffed the $20 bill back into his wallet and pulled 
out four $1 bills. He handed them to the girl and made 
off with the tarts with the look of a small boy robbing 
the cookie jar. 


Outside, the crowd wanted handshakes and began 


cheering once more — soothing music to a fallen candi- 
date. The President paused at the cor door and smiled 
at the crowd. He obviously felt the old political juices 
pumping. 


But this was a churchgoing, and so he but waved.

Ho sat in his dusty gray pickup truck, 
gaping at tho damnedest sight he'd 
ever seen at a desert crossroads. His 
leathery face was thrust out Into the 
dazzling sunshine, his mouth wide 
open. 


Whoever this man was, he saw it all 


at a VIP roadblock that hod netted 
only him: the two police cars that 
whizzed past first with lights flashing, 
followed by a gorgeous tan Lincoln 
with Tho Man himself Inside. 


And close on the Lincoln's bumper, 


tho white station wagon, full of bod- 
yguard types, that swung out wide 
and cosed his truck closo up as if he 
were somo sort of threat; arid oner her 
bodyguard car, and three vehicles 
with cameramen and reporters, and 
two more carloads of bodyguards and 
a rear guard police cruiser. 


It was Gerald Ford, speeding to a 


vacation golf date In the style to 
which he has become accustomed, 
trolling a cloud of dust and power and 
majesty. 


OUT HERE In Palm Springs, think- 


Ing things over in his own personal 
limbo, it must havo hit home brutally 
hard to President Ford that, very 
soon, it will be goodby to all that. 


Hard-bitten men will not stick their 


heads out in broiling desert sun to see 
him pass. Ho will havo one Secret 
Service tall car, not four. And any 
telephone In his car will connect him 
with Ma Bell, not the Pentagon. It's 
over. 


It must feel awful, but who knows? 


Leon Forma might know. 
Parma Is a very wealthy, very well- 


connected Southern California corpo- 
rate executive and banker who is an 
old friend of Ford, and who spent 
more time with the President than 
anyone outside of the Ford family 
during the eight day .retreat that end- 
ed Monday. 


Bob Hope might have a feel for 


things; or Palm Springs socialite 
Fred Wilson, who showed Ford some 
million dollar real estate properties 
Sunday; or a few other people of that 
social firepower who spent some time 
with Ford on the links or at the table 
during the retrospective limbo the 
President set aside for himself. But 
they aren't likely to tell. 


ONLY GERALD FORD can tell 


what it's like. And what does he say? 


One day, early on in the Palm 


Springs Interlude, he paused outside • 
the villa he rented from rubber for- 
tune heir Leonard Firestone, and told 
reporters in a voice reduced to a 
strained, painful croak by campaign 
oratory: 


"I couldn't be better." 
After that, he appeared in public ex- 


actly four times during the eight days 
of Palm Springs and said, variously, 
he felt "great" and "fine" and "never 


At week's end, hemmed round by 


adoring guests near a hotel swimming 
pool at the only reception he attended 
outside his guarded compound, he 
allowed that he lost four pounds golf- 
ing and swimming over the week; 
that he broke about even In his golf 


Environmentalist sees 
pollution curbs working 


WASHINGTON 
(UPI) - 
Dave 


.Whitney, a fast-talking ex-newsman 
with a constant smilo, travels Amer- 
ica telling the public how to fight riv- 
er pollution. He says environmental 
interest Is growing again after a 
slump during tho energy crisis. 


In the last 17 months, Whitney has 


driven 80,000 miles and talked with 
community groups and students In 37 
states to spread his message In a Bi- 
centennial "Save our Streams" pro- 
gram sponsored by the Izaok Walton 
League of America with aid from the 
Environmental Protection Agency. 


"We're seeing fantastic examples 


where pollution control has worked," 
he said In a recent Interview. "Fish 
have come back to some major riv- 
ers." 


IN ADDITION, Whitney sold, in- 


dustry and environmentalists do not 
Mem to be at odds, the way they once 
were. 


"Wo went through what I call an 


environmental honeymoon In 1070," 
when the first Earth Day was held, 
Whitney said. 


The honeymoon ended as Interest in 


stopping air and water pollution were 
replaced by concern about serious 
energy and economic problems, he 
said, but now environmental interest 
is returning much more slowly, In a 
way that is likely to be better and 
surer In tho long run. 


Somo businesses that were forced to 


Install expensive pollution control 
equipment have since become the best 
salesman for environmental aware- 
IMM, Whitney said, because "they are 
telling colleagues how much money 
they are making on byproducts" •'••* 
formerly were treated as waste.

A sandy-haired former reporter and 


nature writer from Florida, Whitney 
travels in a donated motor home with 
a jumping fish painted on the side. He 
calls the vehicle his "water wagon." 


MANY PERSONS want to do some- 


thing about local streams suffering 
from soil erosion, litter and chemical 
or solid waste disposal problems, 
Whitney sold. He said that once pollu- 
tion hits the pocketbook, the public 
just needs help getting cleanup pro- 
grams started. 


Whitney has prepared workshops, 


demonstrations and games such as a 
"critter hunt" to demonstrate the Im- 
portance of waterways. 


Ho sold some things persons any- 


where can do Include: 


• Launching a cleanup program In 


which trash is picked up or trees 
planted on river banks to Improve a 
waterway's appearance and help halt 
soil erosion, perhaps the biggest prob- 
lem contributing to water pollution to- 
day. He urged people to "adopt" part 
of a stream and make a long-term 
commitment to clean it up. 


• Monitoring permits required for 


pipes that drain Into streams. These 
permits must be renewed every two 
to four years, and can be challenged 
at appropriate times. 
. • Improving fish and wildlife habi- 
tats by planting food and ground cov- 
er, stopping destructive development 
and challenging dredging or chan- 
nelization projects. 


• Consulting local water pollution 


control agencies about where to get • 
water quality testing kit, then mea- 
suring oxygen content, acidity, tem- 
perature, nutrient enrichment and 
pollution load in a stream.

Ford win- 
ced, and said "thanks," and asked the 
reporter what he would be doing in 
the future. 


Then he moved on down the pool 


side, past the steaming Jacuzzi both, 
shaking hands and Instructing auto- 
graph seekers to write his personal 
aide, Maj. Bob Barrett, to get his sig- 
nature on a piece of paper. It's stan- 
dard presidential routine. 


One young blonde woman shook 


Ford's hand, held up her own hand as 
she walked away grinning and said, 
"Oh, I'm never going to- wash this 
hand again!" 


But all In all, to those who have 


covered him for two years and more, 
Ford seemed to be stiff and man- 
nered, a man going through the mo- 
tions as best he could under stress, 
not the old Jerry Ford who seemed to 


like to press the flesh at these affairs. 


But for this one appearance, he 


lived in Palm Springs like a rich her- 
mit, and it seems Americans might 
have to wait awhile to find out how he 
really feels, and how he assesses the 
election in retrospect and what he'll 
do after Jimmy Carter is inaugurated. 


WHITE HOUSE aides have started 


asking reporters what questions 
they'd like answered should Ford de- 
cide to have a post-election chat with 
them as Carter has done. But one aide 
said Monday, "I really don't think 
he's ready yet." 


Betty Ford too, seems resigned. 
The hotel's pool reception marked 


the first time she had been out in pub- 
lic since election night. 


A reporter meeting her for the first 


time was taken aback at how shrunk- 
en this vivacious woman, a tireless 
c a m p a i g n e r plagued by illness, 
seemed that night. White House veter- 
ans sold she looked better than when 
she had arrived a week ago, but not 
well. 


Someone called out to her from the 


palm-lined patio, "we're sorry you 
lost the election." 


She paused and smiled.

Cold Duck Is not just a drink. 


It's what you probably will see 
more of this winter In retention 
ponds and streams throughout the 
suburbs. 


Wildlife experts say several 


thousand 
mallards and 
other 


ducks will brave the cold Chicago 
winter this year Instead of migra- 
ting south to warmer places. 


More birds are being enticed to 


stay by friendly residents who 


faithfully show up every morning 
with a bag of bread crumbs or 
grain. As long as the waters of 
their home are kept from freezing 
In sub-zero temperatures, the 
ducks are happy. 


SOME DUCKS will freeze to 


death this winter if their human 
friends forget to feed them or for- 
get to keep the waters circulating.' 


Other ducks will awaken from 


their sleep to discover their web- 
bed feet frozen in an Icy pond. 


"That happened to some of. the 


'ducks in our pond last year," said 
Gwen Rcinboldt, an employe- at 
the Mallard ' Lake Apartments, 
Hlntz and Buffalo Grove roads In 
Wheeling. 
- 
. 


"A couple of people ran out to 


the lake, chipped the ducks out of 
the water and brought them Inside 
their homes to thaw them out un- 
der a hot shower," she said. 
. N o r m a l l y the maintenance 
crews at area apartment and con- 


dominium complexes that have 
ponds keep Ice off the waters 
while the residents keep the birds 
fed. 


BUT THE ONE freak of nature 


that man cannot protect his fine- 
feathered friends against is a dry. 
spell that makes the water levels 
in ponds go down, causing bot- 
ulism food poisoning and the 
death of many ducks, said Roland 
Eisenbeis, conservation director 


for the Cook County Forest Pre- 
serve District. 


"Ducks have normally spent the 


winter, along the north branch of 
the Chicago River and the DCS 
Plaines River, but there are an 
increasing number of retention 
ponds out here now and more 
places for ducks to stay," he said. 


There are 10 times the number 


of ducks in the Chicago area this 
winter than there were 15 years 
ago, Eisenbeis said, which means 


more wild ducks are becoming 
tame and content with a suburban 
lifestyle. 


"THEY'RE CAPABLE of tak- 


ing care of themselves when they 
are wild, and can exist with a 
little help from man when they 
become domesticated," he said. 


The Cook County Forest Pre- 


serve District and wildlife interest 
groups such as Ducks Unlimited, 
DCS Plaines, do not approve of the

Cuban tie probed in 
murder 


DALLAS (UPI) - Last year tele- 


vision specials featured films of the 
assassination of President John F. 
Kennedy at the moment of rifle bullet 
Impact along with another flourish of 
books, articles end speeches by ever- 
Increasing numbers of critics chal- 
lenging official findings. 
. This year differed only by the focus 
of attention moving to a single scene 
— Washington — where two congres- 
sional committees joined the growing 
body of doubters. 


Thirteen years after the event, 


widespread Interest persists in the un- 
resolved questions and overlooked 
possibilities surrounding the assassi- 
nation. 


Today marks the anniversary of the 


day the young President was fatally 
injured by rifle bullets as he passed 
the last building at the last inter- 
section during an open-car tour of 
downtown Dallas. 


THE OFFICIAL Warren Commis- 


sion declared Lee Harvey Oswald, fir- 
Ing from a sixth floor window of that 
building, to be the single assassin and 
that he conspired with no one. Oswald 
himself was murdered white in custo- 
dy two days later.

On the day Kennedy was killed, the 


Church committee reported, the CIA 
was conspiring with its own assassin, 
a secret Cuban agent code-named '

Despite a CIA liaison with the War- 


ren Commission and despite the rele- 
vancy to the Kennedy killing, the 
commission did not learn of the Cas- 
tro assassination plot. 


.The FBI also failed to explore pos- • 


sible Cuban Involvement, the Senate . 
committee said, neglecting to tap Its 
source? in the Cuban exile community 
for a possible connection to Kennedy's 
murder. Furthermore, then FBI Di- 
rector J. Edgar Hoover considered 
the Warren Commission an adversa- 
ry, which did not help the in- 
vestigation. 


Sen. Richard S. Schwelker, R-Pa., 


who with Sen. Gary Hart, D-Colo., 
composed a subcommittee on the Ken- 
nedy assassination, told newsmen as 
the committee's work concluded, 
"There Is no longer any reason to 
have faith" in the Warren Commis- 
sion finding that Oswald acted alone. 


The Church committee Investigation 


now Is in the hands of a new'select 
committee on intelligence which re- 
portedly Is, moving ahead, sifting 
through material gathered by Its pre- 
decessor. : 


IN THE HOUSE.'a Select i Com- 


mittee on Assassinations was formed 
this year and met formally for the 
first time last week. Pledged to con- 
duct open-ended investigations into 
the murders of Kennedy and of Mar- 
tin Luther King Jr., the committee al- 
ready has tvrned over the newest clue 


in the Cuban connection to the Kenne- 
dy assassination.

Could boost rates 62 cents 
Dist. 26 to mull tax referendum

A tax rate referendum that could 


raise district- taxes' 62 cents if ap- 
proved will be considered Dec. 7 by 
the River Trolls Dist. 26 Board of 
Education. 


Finance Committee Chairman Syl- 


via Lurie said the committee will pro- - 
sent information on the district's fi- 
nancial condition to the board at its 
meeting and will recommend a refer- 
endum be conducted. 


"We haven't decided on a figure 


yet, but we have a 62-cent max- 
imum," said finance committee mem- 
ber William Haase. "My personal 
guess is we'll recommend It. Our fi- 
nancial problem is severe and less 
than wouldn't cover our losses." 


IF THE BOARD decides to seek the 


maximum allowable increase, taxes 
could rise to $3.36 per $100 of assessed 
valuation. The current tax rate is 
$2.74 per $100. If the increase were 
approved, a resident owning a home 
assessed at $10,000 would pay about 
$62 more in taxes next year. 


The district is held to n 62 cent 


maximum, increase by state law, 
which allows each district to raise 
taxes by a certain percentage in each 
fund of its budget, said Bob Pyle, fi- 
nancial consultant for the Illinois Of- 
fice of Education. 


Dist. 26 Business manager Ralph 


Beaudoin said the increases will be 
requested in the education and build- 
ing funds, but the finance committee 


has not decided how much of the pro- 
pose increase should go to each fund. 


The last successful tax hike referen- 


dum In Dist. 26 was,in April 1971, 
when voters approved raising the tax 
rate in the education fund from $1.40 
per $100 assessed valuation to $1.60 
per $100. 


THE DISTRICT has not sought an- 


other referendum since that time, but 
it has faced continuing financial trou- 
bles and has made cutbacks to main- 
tain a balanced budget. 


The district expects a $172,000 defi- 


cit in its $4 24 million budget for 1976- 
77, but it will be able to cover it by 
dipping into the working cash fund, an 
internal bank account from which 
funds may be borrowed. 


In 1975-76, the board increased aver- 


age class size from 20 to 26 which led 
to reductions in personnel, and closed 
Park View School, 805 Burning Bush 
Ln., Mount Prospect. 


The district also cut back on capital 


improvements and postponed or re- 
duced building maintenance. These 
decreases allowed the district to re- 
duce its 
1976-77 expenditures by 


$420,000 from those in 1975-76. 


District officials in August said sub- 


stantial reductions in educational pro- 
grams would have to be made in 1977- 
78 if financial prospects did not Im- 
prove. 


Haase said the finance committee 


probably will recommend having the 
referendum in March. 


Dist. 203 to pay fees to Oakton 


New Trier Township High School 


Dist. 203 has agreed to pay Oakton 
College in Morton Grove next semes- 
ter to educate New Trier graduates.. 


The Dist. 203 Board of Education 


has not agreed, however, to pay Oak- 
ton the $314,000 it cost the college to 
educate New Trier graduates for the 
past two years.

1974, is decided. 


A LARGE NUMBER of New Trier 


students attend Oakton because of its 
proximity to New Trier and because 
there Is no North Shore community 
college. 


If a new community college is de- 


clared legal, it would be responsible 
for paying Oakton "chargebacks." 


New Trier taxpayers could then sue 


the New Trier board for paying 


chargebacks which are legally owed 
Oakton by the new community col- 
lege, Burrows said. 


The New Trier board has arranged 


to protect itself against such suits by 
having New Trier graduates attending 
Oakton sign indemnity statements, 
Burrows said, which means that stu- 
dents hold the new community college 
responsible for paying Oakton charge- 
backs and will see that money New 
Trier pays Oakton is refunded to the 
high school district if the new college 
comes into existence.

Oakton Pres. William Koehnlinc had 


told New Trier students Oakton would 
no longer accept them at in-dlstrict 
tuition rates if New Trier did not au- 
thorize chargebacks.

The final $8.49 million budget repre- 


sented a 6.5 per cent spending de- 
crease from the previous year. 
• Gogo said he hopes the board will 
scrutinize closely next year's budpct 
and make major reductions while the 
district still has surplus cash on hand. 


PROJECTIONS PREPARED by the 


administration show a surplus of 
more than $1.2 million in June 1977, 
but only a little more than $170,000 In 
June 1978 and a deficit of more than 
$1.2 million in June 1979. 


Major budget cuts are essential be- 


cause it is becoming increasingly dif- 
ficult to gain voter approval for tax 
increases, Gogo said, and the district 
cannot be sure how much it can ex- 
pect in state aid each year.

Cold Duck Is not Just a drink. 


It's what you probably will see 
more of this winter In retention 
ponds and streams throughout the' 
suburbs. 


Wildlife experts say several 


thousand 
mallards and other 


ducks will brave the cold Chicago 
winter this year Instead of migra- 
ting south to warmer places. 


More birds arc being enticed to 


stay by friendly residents who 


faithfully show up every morning 
with a bag of bread crumbs or 
grain. As long as the waters of 
their home are kept from freezing 
In sub-zero temperatures, the 
ducks are happy. 


SOME DUCKS will freeze to 


death this winter If their humcn 
friends forget to feed them or for- 
get to keep the waters circulating. 


Other ducks will awaken from 


their sleep to discover their web- 
bed feet frozen in an icy pond. 


"That happened to some of the 


ducks In our pond last year," said 
Gwen Relnboldt, an employe at 
the Mallard Lake Apartments, 
Hintz and'Buffalo Grove roads In 


. Wheeling.

. 


"A couple of people ran out to 


the lake, chipped the ducks out of 
the water and brought them Inside 
their homes to thaw them out un- 
der a hot shower," she sold. 


N o r m a l l y the maintenance 


crews at area apartment and con- 


dominium complexes that have 
ponds keep ice off the waters 
while the residents keep the birds 
fed.

BUT THE ONE freak of nature 


that man cannot protect his fine- 
feathered friends against is a dry 
spell that makes the water levels 
in ponds go down, causing bot- 
ulism food poisoning and the 
death of many ducks, said Roland 
Eisenbeis, conservation director 


for the Cook County Forest Pre- 
serve District. 


"Ducks have normally spent the 


winter along the north branch of 
the Chicago River and the Des 
Plaines. River, but there are an' 
increasing • number of retention 
ponds out here now and more 
places for ducks to stay," he said. 


There are 10 limes the number 


of ducks in the Chicago area this 
winter than there were 15 years 
ago, Eisenbeis said, which means 


more wild ducks are becoming 
tame and content with a suburban 
lifestyle.' 


"THEY'RE CAPABLE of tok- 


• ing care of themselves when they

Today, the Indian Trails 
Public Library has a collection of 
64,643 books, a computerized circula- 
tion system and the patronage of 
nearly 40,000 persons.

of the library, said the early efforts to 
form the district were met with "a lot 
of enthusiasm" despite difficult condi- 
tions. 


"We nod to collect books and dona-

Later, we had the referendum 
starting the district," she said. 


THE LIBRARY In 1950 moved from 


the classroom to a "little shed" be- 
hind the Union Hotel on Milwaukee 
Avenue, Mrs. Lischctt said. Later, af-

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County agrees 
to provide city 
with patrolmen 


Cook County will provide Prospect 


Heights with 11 police officers at the 
cost of 8 if the city permits the offi- 
cers to patrol adjacent unincorporated • 
areas under a proposed police protec- 
tion contract with the city. 


Aid. Edward Bryant said the com- 


promise was reached during negotia- 
tions for a police agreement after the 
city council split on contracting with 
the county earlier this month. 


"They have agreed to provide us 


with eight full-time men and try to 
provide us with an additional two po- 
licemen and a supervisor whenever it 
is possible. But, wo will never have 
less than the eight men we pay for," 
said Bryant, chairman of the council's 
public safety committee.

Flighty waterfowl find suburban winters chilling 


by DIANE MERMIGAS 


Cold Duck Is not just a drink. 


It's what you probably will see 
moro of this winter In retention 
ponds and streams throughout the 
suburbs. 


Wildlife experts say several 


thousand 
mallards 
and other 


ducks will brave the cold Chicago 
winter this year Instead of migra- 
ting south to warmer places. 


More birds are being enticed to 


stay by friendly residents who 


faithfully show up every morning 
with a bag of bread crumbs or 
grain. As long as the waters of 
their homo are kept from freezing 
In sub-zero temperatures, the 
ducks are happy. 


SOME DUCKS will freeze to 


death this winter if their human 
friends forget to feed them or for- 
get to keep the waters circulating. 


Other ducks will awaken from 


their sleep to discover their web- 
bed feet frozen in an Icy pond. 


"That happened to some of the 


ducks in our pond last year," said 
Gwen Relnboldt, an employe at 
the Mallard Lake Apartments, 
Hlntz and Buffalo Grove roads in 
Wheeling. 


"A couple of people ran out to 


the lake, chipped the ducks out of 
the water and brought them inside 
their homes to thaw them out un- 
der a hot shower," she said. 


N o r m a l l y the maintenance 


crews at area apartment and con- 


dominium complexes that have 
ponds keep ice off the waters 
while the residents keep the birds 
fed. 


BUT THE ONE freak of nature 


that man cannot protect his fine- 
feathered friends against is a dry 
spell that makes the water levels 
in ponds go down, causing bot- 
ulism food poisoning and the 
death of many ducks, said Roland 
Elsenbeis, conservation director 


for the Cook County Forest Pre- 
serve District. 


"Ducks have normally spent the 


winter along the north branch of 
the Chicago River and the Des 
Plalnes River, but there are an 
increasing number of retention 
ponds out here now and more 
places for ducks to stay," he said. 


There are 10 times the number 


of ducks in the Chicago area this 
winter than there were 15 years 
ago, Elsenbeis said, which means 


more wild ducks are becoming 
tame and content with a suburban 
lifestyle. 


"THEY'RE CAPABLE of tak- 


ing care of themselves when they 
are wild, and can exist with a 
little help from man when they 
become domesticated," he said. 


The Cook County Forest Pre- 


serve District and wildlife interest

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Former chiefs 
of village like 
town's progress

They're a few years older now and 


perhaps a little wiser. 


Sometimes it takes them a little 


while to remember the days when 
they were village presidents and ran 
the Buffalo Grove Village Hall. But 
when they start, the events and emo- 
tions all seem to come back. 


Collectively, they ran Buffalo Grove 


for 17 years, from William Clohcsoy 
In 1938 to Gary Armstrong In 1075. 
They took the village through its fast- 
est and toughest growing years and 
saw it mushroom from a population of 
164 to alomst 20,000. 


CLOIIESEY DIED in 1066, and the 


second village president, Aloyslus 
Buncscu. has moved from the area 
and taken little interest In Buffalo 
Grove affairs'since leaving office In 
1962. But William Fanington, Donald 
Thompson and Armstrong still live in 
Buffalo Grove and follow village de- 
velopments. 


In the years they served, they saw 


offices and businesses grow out of 
prosperous farmland. They saw an an- 
nexation that doubled the size of Buf-

Cuban tie probed in JFK murder 


. DALLAS (UPI) — Last year tele- 
vision specials featured films of the 
assassination of President John F. 
Kennedy at the moment of rifle bullet 
Impact along with another flourish of 
books, articles and speeches by ever- 
increasing numbers of critics chal- 
lenging official findings. 


This year differed only by the focus 


of attention moving to a single scene 
— Washington — where two congres- 
, slonal committees joined the growing 


body of doubters. 


Thirteen years after the event, 


widespread interest persists in the un- 
resolved questions and overlooked ' 
possibilities surrounding the assassi- 
nation. 


Today marks the anniversary of the 


day the young President was fatally 
Injured by rifle bullets as he passed 
tho last building at the lest'Inter- 
section during an open-car tour of 
downtown Dallas.

THE- OFFICIAL Warren Commis- 


sion declared Lee Harvey Oswald, fir- 
ing from a sixth floor window of that 
building, to be the single assassin and 
that ho conspired with no one. Oswald 
himself was murdered while in custo- 
dy two days later.

Assassination theories attacking the 


Warren Commission finding have 
multiplied with the passing of the 
years: Oswald was framed; he was 
part of a team; the assassin's bullets 
came from another direction; Water- 
gate proved anything was possible, 
and the CIA did it; the Russians did It 
by substituting a KGB double for one- 
time Soviet defector Oswald. 


The latest of the theories, gaining in 


substance sufficient to warrant con- 
gressjonal investigation, places Os- 
wald ' In league with Cuban con- 
spirators, possibly anti-Fidel, Castro 
immigrants embittered by Kennedy's 
perceived failure to oust the Commu- 
nist premier by force. 


Of greater currency, however, is the 


theory allying Oswald with pro-Castro 
plotters acting In retaliation for Cen- 


tral Intelligence Agency attempts to 
assassinrte Castro. 


It Is this possibility which appears 


to interest congressional investigators 
the most. 


A Senate committee headed by 


Frank Church, D-Idaho, reported in 
June that while no evidence of a'pro- 
Castro plot emerged from a nine- 
month committee study, the CIA and 
FBI withheld from the Warren Com- 
mission important leads to a Cuban 
connection — and possibly did so on 
purpose. 


CASTRO HIMSELF warned in a 


news interview less than three months 
before Kennedy was slain that U.S. 
assassination attempts against Cuban 
leaders could mean retaliation against 
the lives of U.S. leaders. 


On the day Kennedy was killed, the 


Church committee reported, the CIA 
was conspiring with Its own assassin, 
a secret Cuban agent code-named 
AMLASH, in the latest in a series of 
CIA-backed attempts on Castro's life. 


Despite a CIA liaison with the War- 


ren Commission and despite the rele- 
vancy to the Kennedy killing, the 
commission did not learn of the Cas- 
tro assassination plot. 


The FBI also failed to explore pos- 


sible Cuban involvement, the Senate 
committee said, neglecting to tap its 
sources in the Cuban exile community 
for a possible connection to Kennedy's 
murder. Furthermore, then FBI Di- 
rector J. Edgar Hoover considered 
the Warren Commission an adversa- 
ry, which did not help the in- 
vestigation. 


Sen. Richard S. Schweiker, R-Pa., 


who with Sen. Gary Hart, D-Colo., 
composed a subcommittee on the Ken- 
nedy assassination, told newsmen as 
the committee's 
work concluded, 


"There is no longer any reason to 
have faith" in the Warren Commis- 
sion finding that Oswald acted alone. 


The Church committee investigation 


now is in. the hands of a new select 
committee on intelligence which re- 
portedly is moving ahead, sifting 
through material gathered by Us pre- 
decessor. 


IN THE HOUSE, a Select Com- 


mittee on Assassinations was formed 
this year and met formally for the 
first Jime last week. Pledged to con- 
duct open-ended investigations into 
the murders of Kennedy and of Mar- 
tin L'uther King Jr., tho committee al- 
ready has turned over the newest clue 


in the Cuban connection to the Kenne- 
dy assassination. 


At the committee's request, a Jus- 


tice Dcpt. search of pertinent FBI 
files produced a report alleging Os- 
wald informed the Cuban government 
of his intention to assassinate Kenne- 
dy seven weeks before the President 
was killed. 


The report was In the form of a 1964 


memorandum by Hoover intended for 
the Warren Commission but which 
was never delivered. The information 
supposedly originated with Castro 
himself and was relayed by a reliable 
FBI informant. 


Well-staffed and pressing for 


enough funds to stay on the job, the 
House committee is wading into its 
task with apparent vigor and con- 
vinced it may achieve results.

Thomas M. Downing, D-Va., chair- 
man of the 12-member panel who is

1973 during Watergate inquiry when 
things were testified about that I nev- 
er believed could have happened."

Proposals to build combination of- 


fice and commercial buildings at the

"Essential- 
ly, I think Buffalo Grove is a commu- 
nity that is well run by a professional 
staff." 


Thompson says Dundee Road in the 


Village is an attractive street, at least 
when compared with its appearance 
to the east and west of Buffalo Grove. 


"YOU KNOW WHEN you hit Buf-

I think that's a fine tribute to 
the hard work of a lot of people," he 
said.

Open space is important in Buffalo 


Grove, they say, but the village .has 
had problems developing attractive 
parks. 


"I think that one of the problems is 


they (park district) are strapped fi- 
nancially and not able to do a lot of 
things with the grounds of the parks 
as they would like," Armstrong said. 
Armstrong's wife, Dede, is president 
of the park district board. 


"The bickering between the park 


board and village board Is sheer 
idiocy," he said. "There seems to be 
an awful lot of petty bickering going 
on and a lack of leadership as far as I 
am concerned." Armstrong said the 
village board should be responsible 
for pulling the village agencies togeth- 
er for better cooperation. 


ONE PROPOSAL to preserve open 


space is for the village to buy and 
preserve the Buffalo Grove Golf 
Course. Armstrong and Farrington 
said it is important for the village to 
buy the course, but Thompson says it 
would be a waste of money. 


"What's the sense of the village go- 


ing through the cost and trouble of 
buying it when the annexation agree- 
ment says it must remain a golf 
course," Thompson said. 


Village officials say there Is no 


guarantee in the annexation agree- 
ment that the land will remain a golf 
course, and they have expressed con- 
cern that it would be developed for 
housing if the village does not buy it. 


Armstrong and Thompson said they 


foresee problems with the village de- 
veloping a downtown commercial cen- 


ter along Buffalo Grove Road and 111. 
Rte. 83. 


"We have some of the finest shop- 


ping centers in the country within a 
five or six mile radius of the village, 
and with the car what it is today, no- 
body cares about driving that far," 
Thompson said. 


"THE TOWN CENTER will be only 


as good as the area surrounding it, 
and I don't think a developer will 
commit to it until there is something 
there," he said. "We're a long way 
from seeing it (the center)." 


The three former presidents said 


they favor the annexation of the 550- 
acre Chevy Chase Country Club and 
surrounding land because of the possi- 
bilities it creates for industry and 
open space in Buffalo Grove. 


They say Buffalo Grove will contin- 


ue to grow for many more years. With 
qualified leadership, the end result 
should be an attractive, comfortable 
community, Armstrong said. 


"BUFFALO GROVE is unique in 


that it has no big problems," Thomp- 
son said. "It Is a very cooperative 
community with nothing more than 
the pains of growing so rapidly."

Flighty tvaterfowl find suburban winters chilling 


by DIANE MERMIGAS 


Cold Duck Is not just a drink. 


It's what you probably will sec 
more of this winter In retention 
ponds and streams throughout the 
suburbs. 


Wildlife experts say several 


thousand 
mallards 
and other 


ducks will bravo the cold Chicago 
winter this year Instead of migra- 
ting south to warmer places. 


More birds are being enticed to 


stay by friendly residents who 


faithfully show up every morning, 
with a bag of bread crumbs or 
grain. As long as the waters of 
their home are kept from freezing 
in sub-zero .temperatures, the 
ducks are happy. 


SOME DUCKS will freeze to 


death this winter If their human 
friends forget to feed them or for- 
get to keep the waters circulating. 


Other ducks will awaken from 


their sleep to discover their web- 
bed feet frozen in an icy pond. 


"That happened to some of the 


ducks in our pond last year," said ' 
Gwen Reinboldt,' an employe at 
the Mallard Lake Apartments, ; 
Hlntz and Buffalo Grove roads in 
Wheeling. 
«-• 


"A couple of people ran out to 


the lake, chipped the ducks out of 
the water and brought them inside 
their homes to thaw them out un- 
der a hot shower," she said. 


N o r m a l l y the maintenance 


crews at area apartment and con- 


dominium complexes that have 
ponds keep ice off the waters 
while the residents keep the birds ' 
fed. 


BUT THE ONE freak of nature 


that man cannot protect his fine- 
feathered friends against is a dry 
spell that makes the water levels 
in ponds go down, causing bot- 
ulism food poisoning and the 
death of many ducks, said Roland 
Elsenbcls, conservation director 


for the Cook County Forest Pre- 
serve District. ' 


"Ducks have normally spent the 


winter along the north branch of 
the Chicago River and the Des • 
Plaines River, but there are an 
increasing number of retention 
ponds out here now and more 
places for ducks to stay," he said. 


There arc 10 times the number 


of ducks in the Chicago area this 
winter than there were 15 years 
ago, Eiscnbels said, which means 


more wild ducks are becoming 
U.-ne and content with a suburban 
lifestyle. 


"THEY'RE CAPABLE of tak- 


ing care of themselves when they 
are wild, and can exist with a 
little help from man when they 
become domesticated," he said. 


The Cook County Forest Pre- 


serve District and wildlife interest 
groups such as Ducks Unlimited, 
Des Plaines, do not approve of the

Cuban tie probed in JFK murder 


DALLAS (UPI) — Last year tele- 


vision specials featured films of the 
assassination of President John F. 
Kennedy at the moment of rifle bullet 
Impact along with 'another flourish of 
books, articles and speeches by ever- 
Increasing numbers of critics chal- 
lenging official findings. 


This year differed only by the focus 


of attention moving to a single scene 
— Washington. — where two congres- 
sional committees joined the growing 
body of doubters. 


Thirteen years alter the event,

resolved questions and overlooked 
possibilities surrounding the assassi- 
nation. 
, • Today marks tho anniversary of the 
day the young President was fatally 
injured by rifle bullets as he passed 
•the last building at the last inter-, 
section during an open-car tour of 
downtown Dallas. 


THE OFFICIAL Warren Commis- 


sion declared Lee Harvey Oswald, fir* 
Ing .from a sixth floor window of that 
building, to bo the single assassin and 
that ho conspired with no one. Oswald 
himself was murdered while in custo- 
dy two days later.

Assassination theories attacking the 


Warren Commission finding have 
multiplied with the passing of the 
years: Oswald was framed; he was 
part of a team;-the assassin's bullets 
came from another direction; Water- 
gate proved anything was possible, 
and the CIA did it; tho Russians did It 
by substituting a KGB double for one- 
time Soviet defector Oswald.

Frank Church, D-Idaho, reported In 
June that while no evidence of a pro- 
Castro plot emerged from _a nine- 
month committee study, the CIA and 
FBI withheld from the Warren Com- 
mission Important leads to a Cuban 
connection.— and possibly did so on 
purpose.

CASTRO HIMSELF warned in a 


news interview less than three months 
before Kennedy was slain that U.S. 
assassination attempts against Cuban 
leaders could mean retaliation against 
the lives of U.S. leaders. 


On the day Kennedy was killed, the 


Church committee reported, the CIA 
was conspiring with its own assassin, 
a secret Cuban agent code-named 
AMLASH, in the latest in a series of 
CIA-backed attempt* on Castro's life. 


Despite a CIA liaison with the War- 


ren Commission and despite the rele- 
vancy to the Kennedy killing, the 
commission did not learn of the Cas- 
tro assassination plot. 


The FBI also failed to explore pos- 


sible Cuban involvement, the Senate 
committee said, neglecting to tap its 
sources in the Cuban exile community 
for a possible connection to Kennedy's 
murder. Furthermore, then FBI Di- 
rector J. Edgar Hoover considered 
the Warren Commission an adversa- 
ry, which did not help the in- 
vestigation. 


Sen. Richard S. Schweiker, R-Pa., 


who with Sen. Gary Hart, D-Colo., 
composed a subcommittee on the Ken- 
nedy assassination, told newsmen as 
the committee's work concluded, 
"There is no longer any reason to. 
have faith" in th.e Warren Commis- 
sion finding that Oswald acted alone.' 


The Church committee investigation 


now is in the hands of a new select 
committee on intelligence which re- .• 
portedly is moving ahead, sifting 
through material gathered by its pre- 
decessor.

IN THE HOUSE, a Select Com- 


mittee on Assassinations was formed 
this year and met formally for the 
first time-last.week. Pledged to con- 
duct open-ended investigations into 
the murders of Kennedy and of Mar- 
tin Luther King Jr., the committee al- 
ready has turned over the newest clue 


in the Cuban connection to the Kenne- 
dy assassination. 


At the committee's request, a Jus- 


tice Dept. search of pertinent FBI 
files produced a report alleging Os- 
wald informed the Cuban government 
of his intention to assassinate Kenne- 
dy seven weeks before the President 
was killed.

The report was in the form of a 19fri 


memorandum by Hoover intended for 
the Warren Commission but which 
was never delivered. The information 
supposedly originated with Castro 
himself and was relayed by a reliable 
FBI informant.

This 
year they'll be token to Itasca and 
then next spring we'll have more 
ducks gathering at tho lake as 
usual," said Kathy Skarlat, an 
employe.

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Part of base becomes golf course 
Army wants Nike neighborly 


by BILL HILL 


Cloudy of dust filter past the dilapi- 


dated green buildings of the Arlington 
Heights Nike Base as land that was 
once an integral part of the nation's 
air defense system is converted into 
an 18-hole golf course. 


The Sl-mlllion golfcourse and flood 


retention project construction jointly 
by the village and park district has 
taken a major portion of the former 
Nike site, leaving only the old build- 
ings standing. 


But Army reserve officials plan to 


keep up with the progress around 
them. Meetings now are being con- 
ducted and plans made to tear down 
most of the buildings on the site and 
construct a modern headquarters to 
fit the character of the surrounding 
community. 


"IT WON'T BE a box-shaped build- 


ing. It's going to be something the 
people of Arlington Heights will be 
proud of," said Maj. Gen. Wilbur F. 
Munch of the 86th U.S. Army Reserve 
Command, the main tenants of the 
base. 


Initial grading for the long-awaited 


golf course began last month after the 
park district acquired 26 acres of the 
base, reducing it to about one-third 
the size it was two decades ago. 


On-slzc missiles were removed from 


the Arlington Heights base in 1958, but 
it was not until 1974 that the facility 
was phased out completely and turned 
over to the Army Reserves. 


Now the base serves as headquar- 


ters for the 86th U.S. Army Reserve 
Command and four of its subordinate 
units. No longer is it a hub of activity, 


except on the Thursday evenings and 
Saturdays that Army reservists con- 
verge on the area. 


On the average weekday, only a few 


active Army personnel and about 100 
civilians (most also are Army re- 
serves) work at the base. Their duties 
primarily are administrative and 
planning. 


CURRENTLY THERE IS little out- 


side activity at the base. Several dark 
green Army vehicles are visible from 
Central Road, which passes In front of 
the base, but personnel usually are In- 
side the various buildings. 


In addition to the gradual shrinkage 


of the base, many other visible 
changes have occurred over the 
years. 


Visitors now arc able to drive onto 


the base without stopping at the small 
huts that formerly served as security 
checkpoints. And the last of the radar 
domes, proud reminders of the base's 
heydays as a Nike missile base, were 
dismantled and removed in June 1974.

Parks give $300,000 bond issue 


Marine National Exchange Bank, 


Milwaukee, has been awarded' a 
$300,000 general-obligation bond issue 
by the Elk Grove Park District. 


A $180,000 facelift for Lions Pool 


' will be among the park Improvements 
funded by the bond issue. 


The" Milwaukee bank was the lowest 


of six bidders with a net interest rate 
of about 4.05 per cent. The interest 
cost to the park district will be $27,313 
with the bonds due in 1978, 1079 and 
1980. 


The bonds are being issued under 


the district's bonding powers, which 
allow it to increase taxes up to 5 per 
cent of its total assessed valuation 
without a voter referendum. 


Park Director Jack A. Clacs has 


said the new bond issue will not "ap- 
preciably change the tax rate" be- 
cause the new debt each year will not 
exceed debts paid the same year. 


The current tax rate is 29.9 cents 


per $100 assessed valuation. It is ex- 
pected to Increase to 33.45 cents per 
$100 assessed valuation next year be- 
cause of new levies for a working 
cash fund and the Northwest Special 
Recreation Assn. Both levies were ap- 
proved in August by the park board. 


Other projects planned for the new 


bond issue, in addition to the Lions 
Pool work, include development of a 
new pork on Texas Street at Home 
Avenue and tennis courts and land- 
scaping for the Stevenson School park 
on Armstrong Court.

Wildlife exports say several 


thousand 
mallards 
and other 


ducks will brave the cold Chicago 
winter this year Instead of migra- 
ting south to warmer places. 


More birds arc being enticed to 


stay by friendly residents who 


faithfully show up every morning 
with a bag of bread crumbs or 
grain. As long as the waters of 
their home are kept from freezing 
in sub-zero temperatures, the 
ducks are happy. 
• 


SOME DUCKS will freeze to 


death this winter if their human 
friends forget to feed them or for- 
get to keep the waters circulating. 


Other ducks will awaken from 


their sleep to discover their web- 
bed feet frozen In an icy pond. 


"That happened to some of the . 


ducks in our pond last year," said 
Gwen Reinboldt, an employe at 
the Mallard Lake Apartments," 
Hlntz and Buffalo Grove roads in 
Wheeling. ' 


"A couple of people ran out to 


the lake, chipped the ducks out of 
the water and brought them inside 
their homes to thaw them out un- 
der a hot shower," she said. • 


N o r m a l l y the maintenance 


crews at area apartment and con- 


dominium complexes that have 
ponds keep Ice off the waters 
while the residents keep the birds 
fed. 


BUT THE ONE freak of nature 


that man cannot protect his fine- 
. feathered friends against is a dry 
spell that makes the water levels 
in ponds go down, causing bot- 
ulism food poisoning and the 
death of many ducks, said Roland 
Eisenbeis, conservation, director 


for the Cook County Forest Pre- 
serve District. 


"Ducks have normally spent the 


winter along the north branch of 
the Chicago'River and the Des 
Plaines River, but there are an 
increasing number of retention 
ponds out here now and more 
places for ducks to stay," he said.

Assassination theories attacking the 


Warren Commission finding have 
multiplied with the passing of the 
years: Oswald was framed; he was 
part of a team; the assassin's bullets 
came from another direction; Water- 
gate proved anything was -possible, 
and the CIA did it; the Russians did it 
by substituting a KGB double for one- 
time Soviet defector Oswald. 


The latest of the theories, gaining in 


substance sufficient to warrant con- 
gressional Investigation, • places Os- 
wald In league with Cuban con- 
spirators, possibly anti-Fidel Castro 
immigrants embittered by Kennedy's 
perceived failure to oust the Commu- 
nist premier by force. 


Of greater currency, however, is the 


theory allying Oswald with pro-Castro 
plotters acting in retaliation for Cen- 


tral Intelligence Agency attempts to 
assassinate Castro. 


It is this possibility which appears 


to Interest congressional investigators 
the most. 


A Senate committee headed by 


Frank Church, D-Idaho, reported In 
June that while no evidence of a pro- 
Castro plot emerged from a nine- 
month committee study, the CIA and 
FBI withheld from the Warren Com- 
mission Important leads to a Cuban 
connection — and possibly did so on 
purpose., 
, 


CASTRO HIMSELF warned in a 


news interview less than, three months 
before Kennedy was slain that U.S. 
assassination attempts against Cuban 
leaders could mean retaliation against 
the lives of U.S. leaders. 


On the day Kennedy was killed, the 


Church committee reported, the CIA 
was conspiring with its own assassin, 
a secret Cuban agent code-named 
•AMLASH, In the latest in a series of 
CIA-backed attempt* on Castro's life. 


Despite a CIA liaison with the War- 


ren Commission and despite the rele- 
vancy to the Kennedy killing, the 
commission did not learn of the Cas- 
tro assassination plot. 


The FBI also failed to explore pos- 


sible Cuban involvement, the Senate 
committee said, neglecting to tap its 
sources in the Cuban exile community 
for a possible connection to Kennedy's 
murder. Furthermore, then FBI Di- 
rector J. Edgar Hoover considered 
the Warren Commission an adversa- 
ry, which did not help the in- 
vestigation. 


Sen. Richard S. Schweiker, R-Pa., 


who with Sen. Gary Hart, D-Colo., 
composed a subcommittee on the Ken- 
nedy assassination, told newsmen as 
the committee's 
work concluded, 


"There is no longer any reason 'to 
have faith" in the Warren Commis- 
sion finding that Oswald acted alone. 


, 
The Church committee investigation 


now is in the hands of a new select 
committee on intelligence which re- 
portedly Is moving ahead, sifting 
through material gathered by its pre- 
decessor. • 


IN THE HOUSE, a Select Com- 


mittee on Assassinations was formed 
' this year and met formally for the 
first time last week. Pledged to con- 
duct open-ended investigations into 
the murders of Kennedy and of Mar- 
tin Luther King Jr., the committee al- 
ready has turned over the newest clue 


in the Cuban connection to the Kenne- 
dy assassination. 


At the committee's request, a Jus- 


tice Dept. search of pertinent FBI 
files produced a report alleging Os- 
wald informed the Cuban government 
of his intention to assassinate Kenne- 
dy seven weeks before the President 
was killed. 


The report was in the form of a 1961 


memorandum by Hoover intended for 
the Warren Commission but which 
was never delivered. The information 
supposedly originated with Castro 
himself and was relayed by a reliable 
FBI informant. • 


Well-staffed 
and pressing for

task with apparent vigor and con- 
vinced it may achieve results.

The remaining land will be de- 
veloped to accommodate a variety of 
outdoor training exercises. 


"There, of course, Is no room for 


expansion here, but none has ever 
been proposed. But we will be 
equipped to train for just about every- 
thing you'd do outside, but fire weap- 
ons," Munch said. 


Tho excavation of dirt for the golf 


course, also will help the reservists, 
he said, because dirt will be pushed 
over tho old launching pads. "Tills 
way we'll be able to salvage some of 
those areas we couldn't use before," 
he said. 


There arc no plans to increase the 


number of persons who will use the 
base, but tentative plans call for the 
06th to move to Forest Park with the 
headquarters of the 83th division tak- 
ing over the Nike site, said Maj. 
James Morrison, a public affairs offi- 
cer. "The 83th Is more of a training 
division, so they could better utilize 
the area," he said.

Cold Duck is not just-a drink. 


It's what you probably will see 
more of this winter In retention 
ponds and streams throughout the 
suburbs. 
, 


Wildlife experts say several 


thousand 
mallards and other 


ducks will brave the cold Chicago 
winter this year instead of migra- 
ting south to warmer places. 


More birds are being enticed to 


stay by friendly residents who 


faithfully show up every morning 
with a bag of bread crumbs or 
grain. As long as the waters of 
their home are kept from freezing 
in. sub-zero temperatures, the 
ducks are happy. 
• 


SOME DUCKS will freeze to 


death this winter If their human 
friends forget to feed them or for- 
get to keep the waters circulating. 


Other ducks will awaken from 


their sleep to discover their web- 
bed feet frozen in an icy pond. 


"That happened to some of the 


ducks In our pond last year," said 
Gwen Reinboldt, an employe at 
the Mallard Lake Apartments, 
Hintz and Buffalo Grove roads in 
Wheeling. 


"A couple of people ran out to 


the lake, chipped the ducks out of 
the water and brought them inside 
their homes to thaw them out un- 
der a hot shower," she said. 


N o r m a l l y the maintenance 


crews at area apartment and con- 


dominium complexes that have 
ponds keep ice off the waters 
while the residents keep the birds 
fed. 


BUT THE ONE freak of nature 


that man cannot protect his fine- 
feathered friends against is a dry 
spell that makes the water levels 
in ponds go down, causing bot- 
ulism food poisoning and the 
death of many ducks, said Roland 
ElsenbcJsj conservation director 


for the Cook County Forest Pre- 
serve District. 


"Ducks have normally spent the 


winter along the north branch of 
the Chicago River and the Des 
Plnines River, but there are an 
increasing number of retention 
ponds out here now and more 
places for ducks to stay," he said. 


There are 10 times the number 


of ducks in the Chicago area this 
winter than there were 15 years 
ago, Eisenbeis said, which means

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more wild ducks are becoming 
tame and content with a suburban 
lifestyle. 


"THEY'RE CAPABLE of tak-

Cuban tie probed in JFK murder 


DALLAS (UPI) - Last year tele- 


. vision specials featured films of the 


assassination of President John F. 
Kennedy at the moment of rifle bullet 
Impact along with' another flourish of 
books, articles and speeches by ever- 
Increasing numbers of critics chal- 
lenging official findings. 


This year differed only by the focus 


of attention moving to a single scene 
— Washington — where two congres- 
sional committees joined the growing 
body of doubters. - 


Thirteen years after the event, 


widespread interest persists in the un- 
resolved questions and overlooked 
possibilities surrounding the assassi- 
nation. 


Today marks the anniversary of the 


day the young President was fatally 
Injured by rifle bullets as he passed 
the last building at the lost inter- 
section during an open-car tour of 
downtown Dallas. , 


THE OFFICIAL Warren Commis- 


sion declared Lee Harvey Oswald, fir- 
ing from a sixth floor window of (that 
building, to be the single assassin and 
that he conspired with no one. Oswald 
himself was murdered while in custo- 
dy two days later.

Assassination theories attacking the 


Warren Commission finding have 
multiplied with the passing of the 
years: Oswald was framed; he was 
part of a team; the assassin's bullets 
came from another direction; Water- 
gate proved anything was possible, 
and the CIA did it; the Russians did it 
by substituting a KGB, double for one- 
time Soviet defector Oswald. 


The latest of the theories, gaining in 


substance sufficient to warrant con- 
gressional Investigation, places Os- 
wald In league with Cuban con- 
spirators, possibly anti-Fidel, Castro 
immigrants embittered by Kennedy's 
' perceived failure to oust the Commu- 
nist premier by force. 


Of greater currency, however, is the 


theory allying Oswald with pro-Castro 
plotters acting in retaliation for Cen- 


tral Intelligence Agency attempts to 
assassincte Castro. 


It is this-possibility which appears _ 


to interest congressional investigators 
the most.. 
• . 


A Senate committee headed by 


Frank Church, D-Idaho, reported in 
June that while no evidence of. a pro- 
Castro plot emerged from a nine- 
month committee study, the CIA and 
FBI withheld from the Warren Com- 
mission, important leads to a Cuban 
connection — and possibly did so on 
purpose. 


CASTRO HIMSELF .warned in a 


news interview less than three months 
before Kennedy was slain that U.S. 
assassination attempts against Cuban 
leaders could mean retaliation against 
the lives of U.S. leaders. 


On the day Kennedy was killed, the 


Church committee reported, the CIA 
was conspiring with its own assassin, 
a secret Cuban agent code-named 
AMLASH, in the latest in a series of 
CIA-backed attempt* on Castro's life. 


Despite a CIA liaison with the War- ' 


ren Commission and despite the rele- 
vancy to the Kennedy killing, the 
commission did not learn of the Cas- 
tro assassination plot., ' 


The FBI also failed to explore pos- 


sible Cuban involvement, the Senate 
committee said, neglecting to tap its 
sources in the Cuban exile community 
for a possible connection to Kennedy's 
murder. Furthermore, then FBI Di- 
rector J. Edgar Hoover considered 
the Warren Commission an adversa- 
ry, which did not help the In- 
vestigation. • 


Sen. Richard S. Schweiker, R-Po., 


who with Sen. Gary Hart, D-Colo., 
composed a subcommittee on the Ken- 
nedy assassination, told newsmen as 
the committee's 
work concluded, 


"There is no longer any reason to 
have faith" in the Warren Commis- 
sion finding that Oswald acted alone. 


The Church committee investigation 


now is in the hands of a new select 
committee on intelligence which re- 
portedly is moving ahead, sifting 
through material gathered by its pre- 
decessor. 


IN THE HOUSE, a Select Com- 


mittee on Assassinations was formed 
this, year and met formally for the 
first time last week. Pledged to con-, 
duct, open-ended investigations into 
the murders of Kennedy and of Mar- 
tin Luther King Jr., the committee al- 
ready has turned over the newest clue 


in the Cuban connection to the Kenne- 
dy assassination. 


At the committee's request, a Jus- 


tice Dept. search of pertinent FBI 
files produced a report alleging Os- 
wald informed the Cuban government 
of his intention to assassinate Kenne- 
dy seven weeks before the President 
was killed. 


The report was in the form of a 1964 


memorandum by Hoover intended for 
the Warren Commission but which 
was never delivered. The information' 
supposedly originated with Castro 
himself and was relayed by a reliable 
FBI informant. 


Well-staffed and pressing for 


enough funds to stay on the job, the 
House committee is wading into its 
task with apparent vigor and con- 
vinced it may achieve results.

get to keep the waters circulating. 


Other ducks will awaken from 


their sleep to discover their web- - 
bed feet frozen in an Icy pond. 


"That happened to some of the > 


ducks in our pond last year," said 
Gwen Relnboldt, an employe at 
the Mallard Lake Apartments, 
Hintz and Buffalo Grove roads in • 
Wheeling. 


"A couple of people ran out to 


the lake, chipped the ducks out of 
the water and brought them inside 
their homes to thaw them out un-' 
der a hot shower," she said.

ponds keep Ice off the waters 
while the residents keep the birds 
fed. 


BUT THE ONE freak of nature

DALLAS (UPI) - Last year tele- 


vision specials featured films of the 
assassination of President John F. 
Kennedy at the moment of rifle bullet 
Impact along with-'another flourish of 
books, articles and speeches by ever- 
increasing numbers of critics chal- 
lenging official findings. 


This year differed only by the focus

sional committees joined the growing 
body of doubters. 


Thirteen years after the event, 


widespread interest persists in the un- 
resolved questions and overlooked 
possibilities surrounding the assassi- 
nation. 


Today marks tho anniversary of the 


day the young President was fatally 
Injured by rifle bullets as he passed 
the last building at the laet inter- 
section during on open-car tour of 
downtown Dallas. 


THE OFFICIAL Warren Commis- 


sion declared Lee Harvey Oswald, fir- 
ing from a sixth floor window of that 
building, to be the single assassin and 
that ho conspired with no one. Oswald 
himself was murdered while in custo- 
dy two days later.

Assassination theories attacking the 


Warren Commission finding have

Frank Church, D-Idaho, reported in 
June that while no evidence of a pro- 
Castro plot emerged from a nine- 
month committee study, the CIA and 
FBI withheld from the Warren Com- 
mission Important leads to a Cuban 
connection — and possibly did so on, 
purpose. 


CASTRO HIMSELF warned in a 


news interview less than three months 
before Kennedy was slain that U.S. 
assassination attempts against Cuban 
leaders could mean retaliation against 
the lives of U.S. leaders. 


On the day Kennedy was killed, the 


Church committee reported, the CIA 
was conspiring with its own assassin, 
a secret Cuban agent code-named 
AMLASH, in the latest In a series of 
CIA-backed attempt* on Castro's life. 


Despite a CIA liaison with the War- 


ren Commission and despite the rele- 
vancy to the Kennedy killing, the 
commission did not learn of the Cas- 
tro assassination plot. 


The FBI also failed to explore pos- 


sible Cuban involvement, the Senate 
committee said, neglecting to tap its 
sources in the Cuban exile community 
for a possible connection to Kennedy's 
murder. Furthermore, then FBI Di- 
rector J. Edgar Hoover considered 
the Warren Commission an adversa- 
ry, which did not help the in- 
vestigation. 


Sen. Richard S. Schwelker, R-Pa., 


who with Sen. Gary Hart, D-Colo., 
composed a subcommittee on the Ken- 
nedy assassination, told newsmen as 
the committee's 
work concluded, 


"There is no longer any reason to 
have faith" in the-Warren Commis- 
sion finding that Oswald acted alone. 


The Church committee investigation 


now is in the hands of a new select 
committee on intelligence which re- 
portedly is moving ahead, sifting 
through material gathered by its pre- 
decessor. 


IN THE HOUSE, a Select Com- 


mittee on Assassinations was formed 
this year and met formally for the 
first time last week. Pledged to ^con- 
duct open-ended investigations into 
the murders of Kennedy and of Mar- 
tin Luther King Jr., the committee al- 
ready has turned over the newest clue 


in the Cuban connection to the Kenne- 
dy assassination. 


At the committee's request, a Jus- 


tice Dept. search of pertinent FBI 
files produced a report alleging Os- 
wald informed the Cuban government 
of his intention to assassinate Kenne- 
dy seven weeks before the President 
was killed. 


The report was in the form of a 1964 


memorandum by Hoover intended for 
the Warren Commission but which 
was never delivered. The information

"A couple of people ran out to 


the lake, chipped the ducks out of 
the water and brought them Inside 
their homes to thaw them out un- 
der a hot shower," she said. 


N o r m a l l y the maintenance 


crews at area apartment and con- 


dominium complexes that have 
ponds keep ice off the waters 
while the residents keep the birds 
fed. 


BUT THE ONE freak of nature' 


that man cannot protect his fine- 
feathered friends against is a dry 
spell that makes the water levels 
in ponds go down, causing bot- 
ulism food . poisoning and the 
death of many ducks, said Roland 
Eisenbeis, conservation director 


for the Cook County Forest Pre- 
serve District. 


"Ducks have normally spent the. 


winter along the north branch of 
the Chicago River and the Des 
Plaines River, but there are an 
increasing number of retention 
ponds out here now and more 
places for ducks to stay," he said. 


There are 10 times the number 


of ducks in the Chicago area this 
winter than there were 15 years 
ago, Eisenbeis said, which means

more wild ducks are becoming 
tame and content with a suburban 
lifestyle. 


"THEY'RE CAPABLE of tak- 


ing care of themselves when they 
are wild, and can exist with a 
little help from man when they 
become domesticated," he said. 


The Cook County Forest Pre- 


serve District and wildlife interest 
groups such as Ducks Unlimited, 
Des Plaines, do not approve of the *

The landscape of downtown Mount 


Prospect will change dramatically If 
the village embarks on a major rede- 
velopment program which will include 
extensive beautification projects and 
development of now office buildings. 


Drinking fountains, benches, floral 


planters, now trash containers, kiosk- 
type shops and many trees arc among 
tho proposed features that. would 
beautify the appearance of the Mount 
Prospect central business district. Un- 
der the plan, tho village would en- 
courage tho construction of new mul- 
tistory office buildings as a way of 
bolstering tho business and profes- 
sional community. 


The plans are included in an 80- 


page report prepared for tho village's 
business district development and re- 
development commission by Barton- 
Aschman Associates, Evanston, after 
more than two years of studying the 
village's business district. 


ALSO INCLUDED in the program 


are plans for additional downtown 
parking facilities and improved traffic 
patterns. Village officials have no cost 
estimates for the program, but beau-

Of greater currency, however, is the 


theory allying Oswald with pro-Castro 
plotters acting in retaliation for Cen- 


tral Intelligence Agency attempts to 
assassinate Ca'stro. 


It is this possibility which appears 


to Interest congressional Investigators 
the most. 


A Senate committee headed by 


Frank Church, D-Idoho, reported in 
June that while no evidence of a pro- 
Castro plot emerged from, a nine- 
month committee study, the CIA and 
FBI withheld from the Warren Com- 
mission Important leads to a Cuban 
connection — and possibly did so on 
purpose. 


CASTRO HIMSELF warned in a 


news Interview less than three months 
before Kennedy was slain that U.S. 
assassination attempts against Cuban 
leaders could mean retaliation against 
the lives of U.S. leaders. 


• On the day Kennedy was killed, the 
Church committee reported, the CIA 
was conspiring with Its own assassin, 
a secret Cuban ' agent code-named 
AMLASH, in the latest in a series of 
CIA-backed attempts on Castro's life. 


Despite a CIA liaison with the War- 


ren Commission and despite the* rele- 
vancy to the Kennedy killing, the 
commission did not learn of the Cas- 
tro assassination plot. 


The FBI also failed to explore pos- 


sible Cuban involvement, the Senate 
committee said, neglecting to tap its 
sources in the Cuban exile community 
for a possible connection to Kennedy's 
murder. Furthermore, then FBI Di- 


• rector J. Edgar Hoover considered 


the Warren Commission an adversa- 
ry, which did not help the in- 
vestigation. 


Sen. Richard S. Schweiker, R-Pa., 


• who with Sen. Gary Hart, D-Colo., 


composed a subcommittee on the Ken- 
nedy assassination, told newsmen as 
the

IN THE HOUSE, a, Select Com- 


mittee on Assassinations was formed ' 
this' year and met formally vfor. the 
first time last week. Pledged" to con- 
duct open-ended investigations into 
the murders of Kennedy and of-Mar- 
tin Luther King Jr., the committee al- . 
ready has turned over the newest clue 


in the Cuban connection to the Kenne- 
dy assassination. 


At the committee's request, a Jus- 


tice Dept. search of pertinent FBI 
files produced a report alleging Os-' 
wald informed the Cuban government 
of his intention to assassinate Kenne- 
dy seven weeks before the President 
was killed. 


The report was in the form of a 1964. 


memorandum by Hoover intended for' 
the Warren Commission but which 
was never delivered.

interference with the ducks' natu- 
ral migration that Is occurring be- 
cause of the man-made bodies of 
water and (ceding readily avail- 
able in the suburbs. But, they 
agree, there's not much they can 
do about the situation. 


"People have called us in past 


winters to ask what they should 
do about ducks freezing in the wa- 
ter. We refer them to the Illinois 
Dept. of Conservation or the anti- 
cruelty society," said Richard 
Grozlk of Ducks Unlimited. 


ABOUT too DUCKS are ex- 


pected to winter at the two-acre 
retention pond at the Mallard 
Lake Apartments. The complex 
was given Its name before a grow- 
ing number of fowl began calling 
the area their home, Ms. 
Reinboldtsald. 


However, the Elk Grove Estates 


Homeowners Assn. is one group 
that does not encourage tha win- 
tering of ducks in the 35-acre 
Lake Cosman and the four-acre 
Lake Pinta that grace their ex-' 
elusive residential area. Both 
lakes are located south of Cosman 
Road and cast of Eisner Road. 


"We send out letters to homo- 


owners in our area asking them 
not to food the ducks and swans in 
the fall so that they will migrate 
Wee they are supposed to," said 
Furraan Walters, association pres- 


ident 


Managers of Village on the 


Lake Condominiums, Biesterfield 
Road and Wellington Avenue In 
Elk Grove Village, remove ducks 
from the development's five-acre 
lake before below-zero tempera- 
tures set in. 


"WE TOOK THE ducks to a 


children's home last year. This 
year they'll be token to Itasca and 
then next spring we'll have more 
ducks gathering at the lake as 
usual," said Kathy Skarlat, an 
employe. 


Even companies such as United 


Airlines, which has its corporate 
headquarters at Algonquin and 
Llnneman roads in Mount Pros- 
pect, have fowl friends. A per- 
manent family of tame ducks has 
settled in a retention pond on 
United's property. 


"The water is kept flowing dur- 


ing the winter with an overflow of 
warm water we have running out 
of our system here, so the ducks 
are happy," said Will Jordon, 
manager of office management 
for United Airlines.

"And the people are happy too. 


We've had wild ducks here since 
1968, and the employes here have 


- become very attached to them," 


he said. 


"No wonder the ducks want to 


stay here through the winter. This 
is the good life."

Eight to work full-time 
County to provide police for city 


Cook County will provide Prospect 


Heights with 11 police officers at the 
cost of 8 if the city permits the offi- 
cers to patrol adjacent unincorporated 
areas under a proposed police protec- 
tion contract with the city. 


Aid. Edward Bryant said the com- 


promise was reached during negotia- 
tions for a police agreement after the 
city council split on contracting with 
the county earlier this month. 


"They have agreed to provide us 


with eight full-time men and try to 
provide us with an additional two po- 


licemen and a supervisor whenever it 
is possible. But, we will never have 
less than the eight men we pay for," 
said Bryant, chairman of the council's 
public safety committee. 


The county will provide the city 


with three extra police officers except 
when emergencies require them to be 
elsewhere in the county. 


AN, EIGHT-PERSON police force 


will cost an estimated $220,000 and 
would Include use of all county facil- 
ities and services. Many aldermen 
have voiced objection to an estimated 


$270,000 contract for 11 police officers 
because the city does not have enough 
funds to pay for it. 


"I'm^not 100 per cent certain that 


eight men is an adequate increase in 
our police protection," Bryant said. 


The county will provide the city 


with eleven officers at the cost of 
eight in exchange for patrolling the 
city's four-square-mile area and sur- 
rounding unincorporated areas. The 
patrol area is bounded by the Tri- 
State Tollway on the east, Buffalo 
Grove Road on the west, Dundee 


Road on the north and Euclid Avenue 
on the south. 


The three-year contract will be sup- 


ported with existing revenues from 
vehicle sticker sales and motor fuel 
tax funds. 


THE CITY COUNCIL has directed 


its attorney, Donald Kreger, to com- 
plete the proposed contract with sher- 
iffs officials. City officials will consid- 
er the contract next month. 


The sheriffs police will continue 


basic police services free of charge to 
the newly incorporated city through 
Jan. 1.

opportunities. The pffice district pro- 
posed by the commission would be lo- 
cated between Northwest Highway 
and Main, Central and Maple streets. 


The development would consolidate 


governmental, professional and other 
office activities and would provide ad- 
ditional parking and public open 
space facilities. 


Other developments proposed by the 


commission that might attract more 
people to the downtown area include 
another multistory office building and 
additional housing complexes, particu- 
larly for senior citizens. 


TRAFFIC CONGESTION and park- 


ing, especially during daily rush 
hours, have been cited aa major prob- 
lems contributing to the demise of the 
business district. As a result, the com- 
mission has placed a high priority on 
constructing additional parking facil- 
ities, relocating the Chicago and 
North Western Ry. station and build- 
ing another pedestrian railroad cross- 
ing at Maple Street and the railroad 
tracks. 


The plan calls for moving the sta- 


tion two blocks east of its present lo- 
cation at Main Street and Northwest 
Highway. 


Bennett described the downtown re- 


habilitation plan as "a sales piece for 
attracting private investment. It is 


the final test as to whether we can 
develop downtown." 


Although the commission ultimately 


expects private investors to foot the 
bulk of the bill, the report cites nu- 
merous public agencies as potential 
funding sources. Community Devel- 
opment Act grants, general revenue 
sharing, the Illinois Commercial Re- 
newal Act of 1974, and municipal land 
acquisition are possible means by 
which the village will be able to ac- 
quire public funds for specific proj- 
ects within the over-all plan. 


If the village accepts all of the com- 


mission's recommendations, its share 
of the expenses would come through 
hiring a full-time planning staff to 
coordinate the implementation of the 
plan. 


The proposal calls for establishing 


an Office of Planning and Implemen- 
tation with a director receiving $30,000 
annual salary, a secretary receiving 
$12,000 and $8,000 allocated for mate- 
rials and equipment. 


VILLAGE OFFICIALS, excited by 


the commission's report, 
already 


have set the wheels in motion 
to start the gradual revamping proj- 
ect as soon as possible. 


Mayor Robert D. Teichert has been 


meeting with downtown commission 
members to establish a timetable for 
the project which would begin with 
public hearings.
